QUEEN VICTORIA’S ATTITUDE. 
PERSISTENT RUMORS THAT SHE IS AIDING AND 
ABETTING PRINCE ALEXANDER. 


Lowpon, Nov. 6.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}|—During the last few 
weeks there bave been persistent rumors that 
Queen Victoria was aiding and abetting Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria in his daring grab of 
Roumelian territory. Prince Alexander was 
known to be persona grata to the Queen, and 
if any further proof was needed of the affec- 
tion of the Queen toward the house of Batten- 
berg it was furnisbed by the effusive welcome 
which her Majesty extended to Prince Alexan- 
der when he came to Osborne to assist at 
the nuptials oof his brother, Prince 
Henry, and Princess Beatrice. Prince Alex- 
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PRINCE ALEXANDER. 

ander was the only reigning Prince 
present at that ceremony, and in the gorgeous 
processions and receptions that preceded and 
succeeded the marriage the flags of England 
and Bulgaria were closely intertwined. Every 
nationality in Europe was represented by bunt- 
ing, but next to the St. George cross the Bul 
garian colors had the precedence. The Queen’s 
affection for the handsome Battenberg Princes 
has been shown in many ways since her daugh- 
ter’s marriage, and it was not unnatural that it 
should be rumored that her Majesty was using 
her imperial power to keep Alexander on his 
throne.

A reply to this inquiry was received today 
from Balmoral. Her Majesty authorizes an 
emphatic denial of all stories relating 
to personal or dynastic intrigues. The

Queen’s personal dictation, is even angry in 
tone and indicates that her Majesty considers 
that a suggestion of such a misuse of her 
power is almost a treasonable insult. 

. A PEER’S OPINION. 

This dispatch from Balmoral was shown this 
evening to a peer who is a member of the pres- 
ent Cabinet and is in close personal and official 
relations to Lord Salisbury. The Minister said, 
as soon as he had read the dispatch: “Her 
Majesty is behaving with her customary pru- 
dence. She nas evidently ignored her pers onal 
inclinations and is acting under the advice 
of ber lawful counselors. This is the 
third time within as many weeks that she has 
refused to exercise powers that are undoubt- 
edly among the prerogatives of the crown. 
The first case was that of Louis Riel, whose 
sentence she could have commuted by a single 
word, but she only referred the matter to the 
Colonial Office. The second case was the Bur- 
mese difficulty. Her Majesty is the, Empress 
of India, and no power on earth could have 
prevented the annexation of Burmah if she 
had so willed and ordered, but she chose to 
leave the affair in the hands of 
the Indian Office. In this Balkan 
business the Foreign Office is absolutely un- 
hampered by any orders from the court. If 
biunders are made we will have undivided re- 
sponsibility. If we succeed in our plans the 
credit will belong to us.” 

PUTTING A CHECK ON THE PRINCE, 

The correspondent asked the Minister te-ex- 
plain the action of Mr. Frank Lascelles, the 
British Consul-Generai at Sophia, in being con- 
stantly in attendance upon Prince Alexander.

Formal charges 
be made against him, and Mayor 
Grace, tor reasons too well khown to 


require repetition here, will recommend his 
removal. Gov. Hill will, if reports be true 
and the program under consideration carried 
out, undoubtedly remove Squire and appoint a 
Tammany Heil man to succeed him.

THE RESULT IN IOWA. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Nov. 6.—[ Special. Com- 
plete returns from some of the distant coun- 
ties come in very slowly. The has re- 
po ts from every county in the State but one, 
and taking an estimate on that Larrabee's ma- 
jority over the Fusioniets is about 7,000, a 
handsome gain of 5,000 over the vote at the 
last Gubernatorial election. The surprise to 
all parties has been the large Republican in- 
crease in the Legislature. At the last General 
Assembly the Republicans bad but two more 
than a constitutional mejority in the House; 
now they will have twenty majority in 
the House and eleven in the senate. 
Later returns from Floyd County indicate that 
Judge Reineger, Republican, is elected to the 
Senate by six majority. This morning the 
election of his opponent was conceded, but the 
mistake arose through an alleged irregularity 
in one precinct, which will not affect the gen- 
eral result. This makes the Republican ma- 
jority on joint bauot thirty-one. Ali of the 
Democrats and many Republicans expected 
that the opposition would be able to carry the 
Lower House at least and possibly tie the Sen- 
ate. It was supposed that dissatisfaction with 
the Prohibitory law would be sufficient to 
elect Democrats who would repeal it, 
but the Democratic position of compulsory sa- 
loons was so much worse than the present con- 
dition of things that the people refused to make 
the change. Then, too, the real weakness of 
fusion appeared in the fight for the Legisia- 
ture. Many Greenbackers would vote for the 
fusion State ticket, thinking that the candi- 
dates were but figure-beads at best, but when 
it came to the Legislature they were expected 
to vote for Democrats generaily on a Demo- 
cratic platform, which was especia/ly repug 
nant to sober Greenbackers, and so they 
kicked. The weakness of fusion and the activ- 
ity of the Repubi cans gave the large and un- 
expected Republican majority in the Legisia- 
ture. 

One of the surprises of the returns is the 
election of W. L. Culbertson, the Republican 
candidate for Representative in Carroll Coun- 
ty. He was elected by over 100 majority in a 
county that gave nearly 400 Democratic ma- 
jority. He repeated tae Thirty-fourth Illinois 
plan. Not a single Republican public meeting 
was held in the county. The Democrats, feel- 
ing perfectly secure with their large majority, 
concluded that he was making no fight 
for the place and so made no spe- 
cial effort to defeat him. He worked 
very faithfully and secured a number of 
Democratic votes and got out the Republican 
vote, so, tothe astonishment of ail, he was 
elected in that Democratic stronghold. 

In Cedar County the Republ.cans elect as a 
successor to Speaker Wolf one who will prob- 
ably be the youngest member of the House. 
His name is R. G. Couisins, and he is but 26 
years of age. 

In Audubon County the Republicans elect A. 
J. Overholtzer to the Legisiature in a Demo- 
cratic county and in the face of a mug- 
wump opposition added to the Democratic 
majority. The only Repubiican paper in 
the county opposed him, but he was elected 
by a handsome majority. lowa isa bad State 
tor the mugwumps. It is a remarkable fact 
that every candidate they opposed this year 
was elected. They fought very bitterly Col. 
Gatch of this city, who was nominated for the 
Senate, but be waselected. They fought as 
hard against Senator Clark in Page County, 
but he was elecied. They opposed Senator 
Patterson in Jasper County, Senator Under- 
wood in Hardin County, Representatives Dens- 
more in Cerro Gordo, Riley in Louisa, and 
Overho.tzer in Audubon, but every one of 
these Republicans was elected. lowa has no 
use for the mugwump, and pays very little at- 
tention to what he likes or disiikes.

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 6.—The Circuit Court 
today took some further action in the election 
mandamus case. A generai demurrer was filed 
and overruled without argument, and the de- 
tense then filed an answer, including a plea 
in abatement, that jurisdichon had pre 
viously been obtained in another court. The 
answer explains in detail how the canvass was 
made in the case of the precincts named in the 
petition. Justice Sanderson, one of the Can- 
vassing Board, also flied an answer setting out 

t the canvass was not completed, and ask- 
ing instructions from the court how to pro- 
ceed. He isthe Republican member of the 
Canvassing Board. The whole matter was then 
laid over til tomorrow for reply. It is thought 
that testimony will be heard by this court, and 
a finding obtained before it goes to the Su- 
preme Court. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 6.—Speclal.I—It is 
apparent that the decision of the Circuit Court 
in the mandamus case, if sustained, will com- 
pletely chinge the result of the frauduient 
election. It absolutely determines that in Pre- 
einet A of the Fourth Ward 312 votes must not 
be counted, as they were in excess of the 
actual vote as shown by the poli-book. Pro- 
portionately distributed as losses between both 
parties it will take about 332 from the Dem- 
ocratic majority. The court, however, will 


hardly reach the conclusion that such 
an excess is a mere clerical error, 
in which event the whole precinct 


will be thrown out. That alone elects the 
whole Legislative Republican ticket, with the 
exception of Harlan. Precinct F of Ward Nine 
must be absolutely stricken out under the 
ruling. Precinct Dof Ward Nineteen follows 
the action taken in regard to Precinct A of 
Ward Four. and a number of other precincts 
are in the same condition, all of them giving 
Democratic majorities on the face of the re- 
turns.

The bandsomest display of the day was the 
appearance in the ring of Class No. 13, stallions 
to be shown with four of their get. This 
brought out the Caton stock farm’s pride, Don 
Cossack, R. B. Conklin’s King Wilkes, Erastus 
Carning’s Shawmut, C. J. Hamlin's Almont Jr., 
and the same owner's Mambrino King. The 
last-named ig believed to be the handsomest 
horse in the world. The march of these borses 
around the ring—twenty-five of them—was one 
of the most charming displays of equine 
grace and beauty that have been seen 
in the exhibition.

WARD’S FATHER-IN-LAW, MR. GREEN. 

At the bearing of the Holt-Warner case before 
Referee Hamilton Cole today Gen. Hubbard re- 
called George E. Spencer, the former cashier of 
Grant & Ward, whom he asked to produce the 
check-book of Ferd nand Ward for the period 
extending from May 16, 1877, to July 29, 1881, 
and the special check-books of Grant & Ward 
covering the period from Nov. 28, 1882, to May 
5, 1884, the day before the failure. Gen. Hub- 
dard said that the name S. Green appeared in 
various places in Ferdinand Ward’s check- 
book, and he asked Mr. Spencer if he could 
tell who he was. Mr. Spencer answered that 
he was Ward’s father-in-law. ‘‘ Some checks. 
said Gen. Hubbard, “appear to have been 
given by Wardto Mr. Green in division of 
profits on certificates.”’ 

Do you know what these certificates were?“ 

Mr. Alexander objected on the ground that 
the transactions referred to occurred long 
prior to the beginning of Warner’s connection 
with Ward, and bis objection was sustained. 
Two checks given by Ward Nov. 23, 1878—one 
for $3,000, the other for $2,000—in payment of 
a mortgage on the house at No. 37 Monroe 
place, Brooklyn, Mr. Spencer said referred to 
a house belonging to Mrs. Green.

THE FREEDMEN’S AID SOCIPTY. 

A thoroughly sympathetic audience assem- 
bled today at the Park Avenue Methodist 
Church to celebrate the eighteenth anniversary 
of the Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The proceedings began at 
2:30 p. m., with Bishop John Walden of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., in the chair. A number of 
colored people were scattered through the 
assembly, and a company of Southern jubilee 
singers at intervais gave some of the real 
plantation melodies. The Rev. Dr. J. M. King 
delivered the address of welcome. The 
Rev. Dr. R. 8. Rust, Corresponding Secre- 
tary, followed with the report of the 
Board of Managers. It showed that $174,000 
bad been expended the last year, and that new 
property had been acquired in New Orleans 
and Chattanooga on which several new build- 
ing had been erected. The Kev. I. J. Lansing 
of Brooklyn, in a stirring address, spoke of the 
miserable state of the masses in the South, 
both poor whites and poor blacks. At the even- 
ing session Bishop Walden again presided in the 
absence ot Bishop Thomas Bowman of St. Louis. 
Bisbop W. F. Mailalien of New Orleans made 
the chief address. He declared that the curse 
of “that eum of a.) villanies,” siavery, would 
remain a curse for generations, and that the 
Nation seemed indifferent to consequences. 
The society, however, was doing a great work. 
Standing bere, he said, * I draw no color line. 
1 prophesy the fact that I will see the day 
when colored children will be in every white 
school in the South. Seventy per cent of 
the people in my district, which is 300 
by 100 miles, cannot read a word.” 
The greatest interest was taken in the vigor- 
ous utterances of the colored preacher, the 
Key. J. W. E. Bowen of Newark, a graduate 
of Boston University. He sald: The negro 
demands an education, not because he is a 
black, but because be is a man. if the colored 
man in the South is not saved you will feel the 
result. In a short time the South will out- 
number the North, and I believe the colored 


man can be the bulwark of American 
ideas. He is bound to be an Amer 
ican. Teach him to think and 


you cannot ensiave him. I believe that 
the Lord has kept the South for the biack man, 
whose biood has enriched it for 250 years. He 
is bound to own it.” Then Get. Clinton B. 
—— who 2 the Nashville Colored Uns 
versity, was enthusiastically received, the 
Rev. Dr. J. Chartzeil of Cincinnati expiained 
the maps iliustrative of the terribie state of 
illiteracy in the South, and the anniversary 
came to a close.

STERLING TO GO BACK AGAIN. 

Ald, Sterling of Brooklyn will undoubtedly 
be appointed weigher of the Brooklyn district. 
He underwent the recent examination w:th 
forty-four other candidates. About half the 


number passed successfully, scormg 65 
per cent and over, this being the 
minimum. According to the usages 


heretofore in vogue the names of the four 
u ghest candidates would have been sent to the 
Collector from which to choose a man for 
weigher, and the rest would be placed on the 
eligible list. 

By an order of the Civil-Service Commission 
at Washuston ail this has been changed in the 
case of the recent candidates. This order in- 
instructs the local board to certify to the Col- 
lector all the successful candidates—that is, 
all who have been voted 65 per 
cent or over. Out of this list he may 
select whom he pleases without reward to the 
the candidate's place on the list, and the Col- 
lector will probably tomorrow send the name 
of Georre H. Sterling to the department 
for confirmation. This is looked upon in 
the custom-house as knocking civil-service 
reform into 4 cocked hat, and wilt give a Col- 
lector and Surveyor so much latitude as to 
practically ehable them to appoint whom they 
please. 

THE LATE JONAS STRAUSS. 

Jonas Strauss, who died yesterday, was the 
head of the dry-goods firm ot J. Strauss, 
Bro. & Co., Ne. 88 West Broadway, this city, 
and was partrer in the bouse of Levi Strauss 
& Co., San Frincisco, both firms consisting ot 
the same perions. During a full half-century 
of years here Mr. Strauss became widely 
known and utiversally liked. He took a prom- 
ment part in Hebrew charities as soon as they 
were extend bere, and was instrumental in 
starting someot the best-known Hebrew char- 
itable institutions. From an ample fortune he 
made generous outlays for charities througb- 
out his long ite, giving also a good share of 
bis personal attention to the progress of benev- 
olent work so long us he had strength to do so. 

IT WAS A SURPRISE. 

The trial of the suit brought by Harriot & 
Noyes, stock brokers of this city, to set aside 
the assignment of John M. Masterson, the 
bankrupt Mount Vernon banker who failed 


in February last, was begun at White 
Plains to day. It was shown in ert 
dence that Masterson had falied 


through stock speculations, and that for some 
time before his failure be had turned over va- 
rious sums to his son, who invested them in 
an orange grove in Florida, whither both fa- 
ther and son bad gone. Counsel for the de- 
fendant gave notice that they were surprised 
by this testimony. The exact sums 60 misap- 
propriated were not make known. 


BUYING IN CERTIFICATES. 

The Sub-Treasury today continued the work 
of exchanging greenbacks for the outstanding 
certificates issued by the manager of the ciear- 
ing-house for subsidiary coin at the time that 
the banks sold to the Government nearly 
$6,000,000 gold last summer. All of the out- 
standing certificates except about $50,000, 
which were not presented until after business 
bours, were taken in. The remaining certifi- 
cates will be bought tomorrow. 


RUN INTO AND SUNK, 

Pilotboat No. 6—the Mary and Catharine— 
was run into and sunk twenty-five miles north- 
east of Abescom, N. J., by an unknown ocean- 
bound iron steamer at 2 o'ciock this morning. 
The watch on the pilotboat rushed below and 
roused the crew, who had barely time 
to get into the yawl before the 
boat sank. One of their number went down 
with the boat. The rest of the crew, four 
pilots, three seamen, and a cook, efter being 
in the yaw! for over five hours, were picked 
up by the pilot boat James Gordon Bennett. 
and were transferred to the B. T. Haviland off 
Barnegat, which brought them to this city. 


THE METHODIST-EPISCOPAL CONFERENCE. | 


The conference in the afternoon made the 
following appropriations tor foreign missions: 
Chinu, $106,374; Germany and Switzerlana, 
$24,600; Denmark, $10,756; Norway, $14,805; 
Sweden, $26,016. Tomorrow the Bulgarian 
mission will be considered. 

The conference of the General Missionary 
Committee of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
occupied the entire morning in arranging the 
South American mission appropriations. The 
sum of $19,675 was voted for the maintenance 
of the mission at Buenos Ayres and $3,000 for 
new work in Brazil.

=| COMPLETED AT LAST. 


The Last Spike in the Great Oana- 
Been Driven. 


Queen Victoria Sends a Message of 
Congratulation, and Will Knight 
President Stephen. 


History of the Mammoth Undertaking— 
What It Is Intended to Do for 
the Dominion. 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 6.—[Speoial. ] Thore 
was no ceremony in connection with driving 
the last spike on the Canadian Pacific Road. 
It was driven by an ordinary workman. The 
foliowing is Lansdowne’s letter to Sir John 4. 
Macdonald: 

Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 6.—Dear Sir John A. 
Macdonald: I bave received by cable through 
the Secretary of State her Majesty's commands 
to convey to the people of Canada her con- 
gratulations upon the completion of the Cana- 
diau Pacitic Railway. Her Majesty is pleased 
to add that she has watched its progress with 
much interest and that ske hopes for the 
future success of a work of such value 
and importance to the Empire. You will, I 
have no doubt, take steps in order to give. 
publicity to her Majesty's gracious congratula- 
tions. Let me conclude this note by express- 
ing the hearty satisfaction with which I have 
learned that this great national work has been 
successfuily accomplished. I am, dear Sir 
John, yours sincerely, LANSDOWNE, 

The last spike was driven fifty miles west of 
the Rocky range. 


A GREAT UNDERTAKING. 

Roughly speaking, the new country through 
which the great railway runs consists of three 
sections—about a thousand miles of forest, 
swamps, and rocks, from the Upper Ottawa to 
the Red River of the North: then a thousand 
miles of ailuvial prairies; and then 600 miies 
of mountains, from the first chain of the Rock- 
les to where the waters of the Pacific are shel- 
tered by the breakwater of Vancouver Island. 
The total length of the line from Montreai to 
the Pacific terminus is 2,895 miles. The rst 
section was long considered impracticable for 
a railway, and the expense of construction bas 
been enormous. The rocks at the back of Lake 
Superior are the oldest known to men of science 
and the tougbest known to engineers. But 
dynamite, if there be enougt of it, can do any- 
thing. Tnis part of the line was opened last 
spring most dramatically, it being used before 
actual completion to transport the militia to 
put down the half-breed and Indian rising in 
the Northwest. 

In 1871 the road had ite inception when 
British Columbia was admitted to the Union, 
for then it became a necessity. The sum of 
$1,000,000 was to be expended yearly. work to 
commence from the Pacific coast and frum the 
Eastern provinces simultaneously. The com- 
pletion of the road was promised in ten years, 
that the road should be built and operated as a 
private enterprise, and that any assistance to 
be given by the Government should consist in 
land subsidies or money, and not increasing 
tne rate of taxation. 

June 14, 1872, the first practical step by the 
Government toward building the railway was 
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is considerable rough timber along the line. 
Besides this, occasional small patches of land 
upon wich grain would grow are encoun- 
tered. These patches may be utilized with 
advantage by employés along the line. 
The country between Port Arthur and Winni- 
peg is very sterile, the territory being known 
as the disputed territory.“ There is a stretch 
of 1,000 miles of line east of Winnipeg from 
which no agricultural traffic will te derived, 
and from which, indeed, little local traffic of 
any description must emanate. West of Win- 
nipeg there is a stretch of prairie to the Rocky 
Mountains of nearly 1,000 miles, two-thirds of 
which may be said to be adapted to agricultur- 
al pursuits, most ot the remainder being suited 
for grazing purposes. Then the rest of the 
road—about 500 miles—through to the Pacific 
coast passes through a mountain country, with 
the exception of a narrow strip of agricultural 
country near the Coast, so that there can never 
be derived very much local traffic from that 
district. 

It is claimed chat the road would, on account 
of its shortness and directness as a transcon- 
tinental liné, absorb the trade of the Orient; 
that it is a great national achievement and is 
an important acquisition to the Empire, and 
will be used by the imperial Government to 
send troops and war munitions to India and 
other Eastern possessions; that it forms an im- 
portant factor in the defense of the Empire. 
But, notwithstanding its great value as an im- 
perial acquisition, England bas never yet been 
prevailed upon to give a dollar to assist it io 
any way. 

Trains bave traversed the length of the road 
both ways between Montreal and Winnipeg.

The work was 
to commence July 20, 1873, and be completed 
by July 20, 1881. The same day charters were 
granted to Sir Hug Allan's company and to D. 
L. Macpherson’s company and Parliament pro 
rogued. 

Sir Hugh Allan was believed to be controlled 
by American capitalists, and the local character 
ot Macpherson’s company was very unsatis- 
factory to Quebec and the maritime provinces. | 
An effort was made to unite the two companies, 
but nothing was attained. Sir Hugh organized 
a new One under the old name, and Feb. 3, 1873, 
it was chartered by Parliament. To prevent the 
company passing under control of Americans it 
was stipulated in the charter that no transfer of 
shares could take place within six years without 
the consent of the Government. One million 
doilars was deposited with the Government as 
a guarantee of good faith, and the work was 
handed over to the company. A charge that 
Sir Hugh had used money to corrupt the | 
electorate forced him to throw up the scheme, | 
and this scandal forced Sir John A. Macdonald

to rosicu. Mr. Mackenzie was then in power, 
and the Government introduced a new Pacific | 
Railway act, giving it power to proceed witb 
the work until a company could be formed to 
undertake it. The work of exploration and | 
survey was taken hold of with vigor to secure 
at as early a date as possible an instrumental | 
survey across the continent to enable them to 
complete a profile of the road from Lake Supe- 
rior to the Pacific Ocean, and thus gain some 
idea ot the extent of the undertaking. By 
order of the Council a subsidy of $12,000 per 
mile was granted the Canada Central to aid in 
the construction of a line from Pembroke, in | 
the County ot Renfrew, Ontario, to Lake 
Nipissing. In 1876 when Parliament met 
the Government laid before it . every 
evidence that they were doing the beat 
to carry on the work and fulfill the 
pledges made to British Columbia. The Gov- 
ernment, so the Premier announced, would go 
on with the work until a company could be 
found to take up the contract. Advertisements 
offering $10,000 per mile and a liberal land- 
grant failed to ejicit any offers, so that the 
Government continued the work. 

In 1878 the surveys of the route were com- 
pleted, and about $10,000,000 in all had been 
spent upon the road. The route selected by 
the Mackenzie Government was a much more 
northerly one than the present one, and tapped 
a better prairie country than the existing line 
does. But the downfall of the Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment and the accession of Sir John. Mac- 
donald’s Government resulted in the adoption 
of the Kicking-Horse Pass as the mountain 
pass, and a more southerly, and consequently 
sborter, route. 

Before 1878 was over an appeal to the elect- 
ors called the Conservatives back to power, 
and Sir Charles Tupper was appointed Minister 
of Railways. The policy of the Government 
on the railway question, which was announced 
to the House, was in the muin almost identical 
with that pursued by the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment. When Parliament met in 1880 tue Gov- 
ernment announced its intention of continu- 
ing the policy of previous years. The whole 
cost of construction up to Jan. 1, 1880, was an- 
nounced to be $14,159,665; for the Dawson 
Route, between Lake Superiér and Winnipeg, 

22,995; for surveys, $3,119,618; for St. Francis 
locks, $287,795. 

In September, 1880, a contract was centered 
into with George Stephen and Duncan Mela- 


R. B. Angus and James J. Hill of St. Paul, 


Kohn, Reinach & Co., of Paris, France, to com- 
plete the road. The Government granted $25,- 
000,000 in cash and 25,000,000 acres of land. 

In addition to the line of the Canada Central 
between Ottawa and Callender, a distance of 
228 miles, which was acquired in 1881 by the 
Canadian Pacific, the syndicate purchased and 
operated the portion of the line of the Quebec, 
Montreal, Ottawa & Occidental Railway be- 
tween Ottawa and Montreal, a distance of 119 
miles, being an addition of 347 miles incorpo- 
rated into tneir main line system, making a 
total approximate distance between Montreai 
and Port Moods of 2,704 miles. The penetra- 
tion of the Se:kirk range was a greet piece of 
engineering, the most feasible route being dis- 
covered by Mat. Rogers, an American en- 
gineer. In 1884 Canada loaned the company 
$22,900,000, the company agreeing to compicte 
the line five years earlier, or by 1886.

The road has cost nearly $250.000,000. Vast 
revenues are derived from the sale of lands, 
town sites, etc., by the company. The foliow- 
ing table shows the distance traversed by the 
various sections of the road.

As the pair left the piace the proprie- 


tor followed them, and mentioned his suspi- 
| clons to a policeman who was standing on the 


sidewalk. The officer at once arrested them, 
and marched his prisoners into the Nineteenth 
District Station, which is only a few yrds dis- 
tant. Here tney were ranged in front of the 


desk, whereupon the elder of the pair ac- 


knowledged that the younger person was a 
woman, and that her disguise was the result 
of a curiosity to see the city’s slums, through 
which he had been conducting her when they 
were arrested. He stated that his name was 
A. J. Lechier of No. 1618 North Bighteenth 
street, and that his companion was Miss Mary 
Smith of No. 1920 North Nineteenth street. 
Mr. Lechler asked that the Mayor be sent for, 
as he was his personal friend, and pleaded that 
this be done at once, as the young lady was a 
member of a very respectable family and per- 
fectly innocent of anything but foolbardiness 
in risking the trip on which he had acted 
as her guide. Inthe absence of Lieut. Skiiton, 
the House Sergeant had the prisoners 
locked up in separate cells until the return of 
his superior officer. The ceil in which the girl 
was placed was already occupied by another 
female prisoner, who was asleep when the 
new arrival was locked up. A few moments 
later she woke up, and at once went into hy- 
Sterics at finding herself fastened up with 
whet she supposed was a man. The young 
woman’s disguise was by no means calculated 
to deceive any but a careless observer, as the 
coat and trousers she wore were a remarkably 
bad fit, and her walk was anything but maniy.

It alleges that individuals and 
States are left free to press their own Oninion on 
this as in former controverted points—providing 
always that with freedom of opinion there be 
fidelity tothe National Union. It asserts that 
not a dollar bas gone from the treasury tor 
party purposes; that the work of the organiza- 
tion bas not been bindered, but that the year 
has been one of unprecedented 
as represented by its works, its treas- 
ury, its success in legislation, and 
the fraternal greetings of important 
Christian and philanthropic societies. It re- 
fers to the growth of prohipition sentiment as. 
proof that the centre has been reached, de- 
fends the Union Signal as fair to the minority, 
and asserts that the majority vote on the St. 
Louis resolutions came from States which pur- 
sue the same policy in their own territory with 
growing success. It shows that tue protest 
came from five States, on the other States the 
vote standing 245 yeas to 30 nays, and closes 
with kindly expressions towards all.

SOMETHING ABOUT THOSE WHO HAVE JusT 
ENTERED OR ARE ABOUT TO DEPART 
FROM THE JOLIET PENITENTIARY. 

JOuret, III., Nov. 6.—[Special.)—During the 
month of October the population of the Joliet 
Prison was increased by the arrival ot 126 new 
convicts, two of them being women. The 
prison count is now 1,585, against 1,504 for the 


same date last year. During October fifty-five | 


convicts were released by expiragon of sen- 
tence, two were pardoned—Peter Donahue, 
sentenced from Will County for two years in 


Two convicts died—John Gamon, a one-year 
man from Decatur, and Charles Minisch, who 


Three convicts became insane and were trans- 
ferred to the insane asylum—Mathew Nolan, 
who received a year sentence at Geneva in 
May last for manslaughter; David Black. a 
five-year convict from Chicago; and William 
Hutchinson, the murderer of Kitty Hall, who 
bad a seventeen-year term from Chicago. This 
is Hutchinson's second term at the prison and 
also his second term at the Elgin Asylum. He 
was transferred to that institution from the 
prison during his first term at Joliet. 

Among the noted criminals and old-timers’’ 
to return to the prison during October were: 
Fred Bauer, alias Frank Brown, on his second 
term from Chicago; James Cook, alias Frank 
Burton, who was sent from Chicago (he served 
two years at Chester prison under the name of 
Frank Harris); Frank Dunlap and George 
Frank, a couple of would-be cracksmen, whose 
homes are at Bushnell, III., recéived at the 
prison for their second term from Macomb, 
eighteen months each.

The medical investigation into the 
of mismanagement and cruelty agaiust the 
authorities of the Cook County Insane Asylum 
is not likelyto be pushed any further at 
present. It is believed that sufficient evidence 
has already been gathered to call for a thor- 


ou investigation of the history and condition 


of the asylum by the State Board of Charities. 
During the recent investigation the testimony 
of former patients was for obvious reasons not 
presented, but should the State Board of 


Charities, which is clothed with the full power · 


to summon witnesses, be ordered by the Gov- 
ernor to conduct an inquiry, there will be no 
lack of such evidence. 

A former patient, who is willing to testify 
before the State Board in the event of an in- 
quiry, was seen by a TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
day, and her story entirely confirmed the biack 
record of inhumanity and brutality indicated 
by the recent investigation. The person re- 


ferred to is a German woman of fair intelli- : 


gence and more than an average amount of 
observation. She has been twice treated at 
the asylum for periodical hysterical epilepsy, 
but between the attacks she is perfectly sane 
and rationai. Her first visit to the asylum was 
in the fall of 1883. While an inmate of C2 
ward, the ward for convalescents, she 
first began to get a little insizht into the 
amenities of Cook County Asylum life. One 
day, she states, while she was sitting at the 
piano another unfortunate patient who was 
present happened to cough. This raised the 
ire of the attendant, who peremptorily told her 
that she must not The unfortunate 
protested that she could not help it, and was 
at once d by the unfeeling attendant to 
the bath-room, where her head was held under 
the cold water pipe for nearly twenty minutes. 
She was then locked up in her room more dead 
than alive. Mrs. H., Tae Tumors reporter's 
informant, saw this with her own eyes, and she 
deciares that she has also seen the same attend- 
ant tearing the hair of other patients and 
knocking them down. She was once struck by 
this attendant because she refused to do laun- 
dry work. In those days the power to put 
“ strait-jackets"’ on the patients rested with 
the attendants, who put on the jackets when 
they feit like it. She had knowh patients kept 
in jackets for three days at a time, and the 
only medicine they got was a sleeping-draught 
at night. The patients neither got enough of 
tood nor was what they got good enough. ‘The 
difference between the tea and coffee could not 
be distinguished. If any one made a com- 
plaint about the quality of the food she 
was promptiy told by the attendants that 
it was all the Commissioners would allow the 
crank.” The doctor was never to be seen ex- 
cept at night, or if he happened to be showmg 
any one over the wards. Mrs. H. left the asy- 
lum in about two months, but returned again 
early in the spring of the year. She found, she 
says, a great difference in the way that the 
patients were treated. Dr. Kiernan and Dr. 
Alexander came around and talked to them 
and were goodto them. Dr. Kiernan would 
not permit the attendants to put jackets on 
any of the patients without bis orders. The 
food, however, Mrs. H. says, was no better. 
One day they had for dinner part of 
a pig's head, to which the bairs 
still clung, while the ears were full of dirt. 
Miss Jones, the attendant, thought it was too 
bad, and she used to give the patients some of 
her own food, but this was found out, and she 
was strictly forbidden by Warden Varnell and 
the housekeeper to do this in future. Mrs. H. 
was at the asylum when Christina Tripp, the 
Norwegian woman, committed suicide, June 4, 
and she bears her testimony to how that poor 
woman, who was afflicted with suicidal mania, 
was neglected by the attendant. She heard 
Dr. Kiernan and Dr. Alexander time and again 
tell the attendant to have Christina as much 
out in the open air as possible and 
never to leave. her alone. Instead of 
that she kept the woman locked up 
in her room against the doctors’ 
express orders. The attendant could not be 
troubied with Christina Tripp, and whenever 
the poor woman came near her she always 
pushed her away. Mrs. H. asserts that she 
has seen a female attendant knock patients 
down severaltimes if they chanced to be a 
little troublesome. On one occasion she saw 
her knock a patient down on the marble steps 
at the south front, and when the woman rose 
the blood was flowing from ber mouth. Mrs. 
H. has the same charges to make against one 
of the doctors which have so often been made 
before. She says that he was drunk all the 
time, and that the smell of the whisky just 
flowed out of bis mouth.” On one occasion he 
raised his hand to strike ber, and was only pre- 
vented from doing so by the timely arrival of 
Dr. Kiernan. Mrs. H. proposes to go to Kan- 
kakee when her next periodic attack comes 
around, but she will nevermore be persuaded 
to enter the walls of the Cook County Insane 
Asylum. 


THE TRADE SITUATION, 


NO SPECIAL FEATURES PRESENTED—DRY 
GOODS—WOOL—TRADE IN THE .CITIES— 
CHICAGO ®XPECTS IT LIVELIER NEXT 
WEEK—FAILURES IN THIS COUNTRY AND 
CANADA. 

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.|—There is no 
special feature in the general trade situation, 
as reported to Bradstreet’s, aside from the evi- 
dent attempts made in the Northwest to de- 
press the price of wheat. Hog products are 
higher on a better home and export demand 
as well as in sympathy with the price of corn. 
The general movement of dry goods has been 
light, and, on the whole, disappointing. At 
Boston there has been a smalier business 
during the week than for a long time 
past. Reorders are not expected until 
settled cold weather appears. An en- 
couraging feature is found in the fact 
that while the miils are producing in excess of 
one year ago no complaints are heard, while 
early in November, 1884, there were pronounced 
demands for a further restriction of produc 
tion. Wool is reportéd to be steady and of 
moderate activity. Manufacturers are well 
stocked, but more liberal purchases are ex- 
pected to be made within six weeks. It is re- 
ported that 25 per cent more wool and worsted 
machinery is running than one yearago. The 
general trade situation is not changed within 
a week. At Boston it is “good in spots 
only; at Philadelphia it is conducted on a 
moderate scale and with no features. At 
Baltimore it is quiet, the regular distribu- 
tion for the season being completed. At 
Cincinnati flour, grain, and provisions are dull, 
and iron and coal are improving. Cleveland 
exhibits no renewed activity, and at Indianap- 
olis business is quiet, with the outlook for a 
moderate trade. At Chicago it is reported that 
a better movement of goods is expected next 
week. St. Louis, Memphis, and Louisville an- 
nounce a fair and satisfactory volume of trans- 
action’ in staple goods. At such cities as Peo- 
ria, Des Moines, Davenport, and Milwaukee 
there has been a fairiy satisfactory business. 
At Minneapolis and St. Paul there has been & 
smailer volume of trade, and at Kansas City 
considerable activity. Cotton has been dull 
and lower, tutures some seventeen points 
and spots about one-quarter cent on the 
week. This was caused by heavier visibie 
supplies and light demand from spinners and 
from Liverpool. The demand for grocery sta- 
ples has been only moderate, with sugar and 
Brazil coffee lower. Fancy grades of butter 
are higher. Cheese is’ dull with light export 
demand. Iron and steel and coal present no 
features as compared with last week. 

There were 154 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the week, 
against 170 in the preceding week, and 166, 219, 
and 149 in the corresponding weeks of 1884, 
About 86 per cent 
were those of small traders whose capital was 
less than $5,000.

EViL OF TAXING CREDIT S. 
Certain real-estate speculators in this city 


profess to believe that it would lighten the 
burden of taxation on lands and lots if mort- 
gages were taxed, and with that idea in their 
minds they have been urging the Kevenue 
Commission to devise a bill that will impose 
taxation on all kinds of credits and liens. 
The tax-eating tribe are of course delighted, 
as the scheme, if carried into effect, will fur- 
nish them with more money with which to 
increase their pay and to multiply officehold- 
ers. A majof®y of the commission, it is 
said, have fallen in with their views, and, 
disregarding the evil consequences of double 
taxation, are at work framing amendments to 
the present tax law which will secure one 
tax on tangible and another on intangible 
property, thus taxing the shadow as well as 
the substance of things. 

The English people have gone through all 
experiments of taxation, and they long since 
settled down to the conviction that it is an 
economical blunder to tax money and credits 
The IIlinois people cannot afford to ignore 
the results of English experience. It is folly 
to repeat the vexations and incur enormous 
losses in order to go over the same ground 
which the English have already traversed 
only to reach the same conclusions they have 
arrived at after long experience. It is in- 
finitly wiser to accept the principles which 
they have worked out by practical operation. 
They have learned that it is vastly more 
profitable to the government and people to 
tax the actual tangible product of invest- 
ments and encourage the use of money and 
credit by making their employment free and 
unharassed. 

When money is converted into tangible 
property — houses, factories; chattels, goods, 
ete.—it represents profit to those who have 
employed it, and the beneficiaries can then 
afford to contribute a share to the support of 
local government; and it is in such shape 
that it cannot be concealed trom the assessor. 
But an effort to tax the promise of repay- 
ment” of this money after it has left its 
owner’s hands is vicious in principle and evil 
in effect, as it tends to discourage the 
loaning of money at cheap interest for invest- 
ment in business and in building homes, and 
it oppresses the borrower, who must pay the 
double tax. The English have discovered 
that it pays better to make sure of one tax- 
ation than to make an ineffectual effort to 
impose a double taxation. 

A million of dollars brought into Chicago 
to loan for building and business enterprise 
means the support of 1,000 workingmen and 
their families during the entire year, which 
is equivalent to the support of 5,000 people. 
But at the end of the year that $1,000,000 of 
money, besides having contributed suste- 
nance to all these people, has been converted 
into an equal amount of tangible property, 
which the assessor has no difficulty in find- 
ing. It pays its fullshare of the contribu- 
tions nécessary to the maintenance of gov- 
ernment in addition to the valuabie uses it 
has served. But ff the owner or owners of 
the same $1,000,000 are informed that they 
cannot loan it in Chicago without paying 
State, city, county, school, and park taxes 
on the notes taken for repayment, then the 
money is withdrawn altogether and sent to 
some community which has more liberal and 
advanced ideas of political economy, or else 
it is loaned in Chicago at much higher rates of 
interest, and the borrower is thus oppressed 
and enterprise is repressed. In case 
the money is driven away from Chicago the 
5,000 people who would have lived a whole 
year upon the work it would furnish are de- 
prived of that essential advantage, and the 
State, county, city, towns, and parks are de- 
prived of the new revenue they would have 
received from the taxable property into which 
it would have been converted. 

To the extent that money shall continue to 
be loaned at a rate of interest enough higher 
to offset the tax on the evidence of indebted- 
ness, the amount of borrowed capital will di- 
minish, improvements will be fewer, the ex- 
pansioh of business will be arrested, employ- 
ment will fall off, the growth of the city (and 
likewise all other cities in the State) will be 
retarded, and the list of taxable property will 
be curtailed. All this should be clear and 
self-evident to the dullest mind; and it sur- 
passes the comprehension of intelligent 
thought how any rational person can suppose 
so preposterous a thing as that the debtor 
class or the industrial masses would be ben- 
efited by taxing notes or mortgages which 
drive away loanable money and raise the rate 
6 Interest on the borrowers. 


TOO MANY ELECTIONS IN IOWA. 
There is no doubt that the Republicans, 


have carried the Legislature as well as elected \ 


the State ticket in Iowa, but the majority is 
very small for that State. Republicans else- 
where cannot but feel surprise on learning 
that a most offensive Copperhead came with- 
in 6,000 votes of being elected Governor of 
lowa, buta glance at the election returns 
will show that this result was brought about 
more by stay-at-home. Republicans than by 
any increase in the strength of the Fusion- 
ists, who made no great gains; but it is esti- 
mated that over 50,000 Republicans failed to 
vote at the last election. It becomes im- 
portant, therefore, to know why so many 
thousands of lowa Republicans failed to put 
in an appearance at the polls. 

Disaffection in regard to the prohibition 
issue no doubt explains why many thousands 
of Iowa Republicans remained at home 
election-day. They would not support the 
Democratic ticket under any circumstances, 
but expressed their disgust with coercive tee- 
totalism by refusing to turn out and vote, 
and thus left it to be inferred that they would 
give the Republican party warm and active 
aid when it dropped the sumptuary prohibi- 
tion issue and planted itself solely on the 
recognized principles of Republicanism. Still 
the election returns show thousands of stay- 
at-home Republicans in counties where there 


warm feeling that controlled so many. 

Undoubtedly one great cause of the apathy 
among Iowa Republicans is the incessant 
ballot-boxing required in a State which holds 

a general election every year, In Iowa 
cena all elective officers (excent Judges and 
State Senators) serve for only two years, and 
the terms are so arranged that half of the 
State and county offices are filled one year 
and the remainder the next. Practically the 
State has no off year.” Every fall the 
people are called on to elect both State and 
county officers, and one campaign is hardly 
over before another must be begun. It is no 
wonder that the people are fatigued and dis- 
gusted with.the incessant electioneering and 
ballot-boxing, nor is it surprising that the 
resulting apathy affects most the easy-going 
members of the party which has held con- 
trol for over thirty years without a break. 
Frequent elections operate to the advantage 
of the minority, which has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose. Republicans who 
have earried the day in annual campaigns for 
thirty years naturally grow slack, while the 
minority, which now finds itself within sight 
or hope of a possible success, puts forth re- 
doubled efforts. Naturally Republicans are 
the first to become weary of the ceaseless 
ballot-boxing and electioneering. 

But apart from the question of party poli- 
tics, lowa ought to change its system of hold- 
ing general elections every year. Longer 
terms of office and fewer elections would be 
a relief and benefit to the people. A general 
election once in two years. ought to satisfy 
the most enthusiastic, and it would save 
much time and money now expended use- 
lesly in the annual ballot-boxing. Annual 
elections tire out the patience of the people, 
and make it very difficult to secure a full 
and authoritative poli of the State, such as 
could be easily obtained if elections were less 
frequent. Illinois in 1870 did away with 
annual elections and everybody is satisfied 
with the change. It is an advantage in 
every way for a State to have seasons of po- 
litical rest and quiet. The process of amend- 
ing the Constitution is so tedious and difficult 
in Iowa that the people will have to endure 
the nuisance of annual elections for several 
years, even though the next Legislature 
should take the first step towards the reform. 
But there can be no doubt that if the people 
of lowa should abolish the present system of 
incessant electioneering at the earliest prac- 
ticable day they would never have cause to 
regret the change. If the movement to- 
wards this reform was begun at once Iowa 
might be relieved of annual elections after 
1888. 


FREIGHT DISCRIMIN ATIONS., 
It is no longer news that the Board of 


Trade of this city has appointed a committee 
to codperate with the Western Freight Bu- 
reau in an endeavor to procure a lessening if 
not an entire abolishment of the freight dis- 
criminations that have for so long militated 
against our produce trade. It is still news 
that the parties here referred to are discuss- 
ing the advisability of extending the union 
to embrace the lumber and other of our in- 
terests which have suffered grievously in the 
past from unequal charges by the railroads. 
So far as can be seen there is not likely 
to be any clash of interests among the 
parties whom it is proposed to ask 
to act together for the accomplish- 
ment of this desirable object; and it should 
not be difficult to agree upon a plan of action 
that would not be so unwieldy as to defeat 
its ‘own intention in the way indicated by the 
old-fashioned remark to the effect that too 
many cooks spoil the broth. There can be 
no doubt that a long pull, a strong pull, 
and a pull all together” would bring about 
the reform that is so necessary to the busi- 
ness prosperity of the city. An association 
composed of the men who transact the great 
bulk of the receiving and shipment of 
produce and other merchandise would com- 
mand trom the carriers so much of respect as 
to render it unnecessary to do more than 
state the grievance and respectfully ask that 
it be remedied forthwith. 

And the remedy required is a radical one. 
No half-way measure should be accepted, ex- 
cept as an installment of the full tale of jus- 
tice demanded. The theory of the railroad 
companies is a cruelly false one in its appli- 
cation to the commerce of Chicago. They 
claim the right to charge, say, five cents per 
100 pounds more for taking a car-load of 
produce from a point west of us to the sea- 
board when it is consigned to a party in this 
city than they do when it is consigned 
straight through to the Eastern point. Their 
secret cuts are often worse than this, as they 
try to maintain rates from this city when 
making reductions from the tariff rate 
in favor of more western shippers. But the 
open claim is entirely indefensible. There 
would be some reason for it if the railroad 
were saddled with the cost of transfer here; 
but itis nog The owner of the produce 
loads and unloads the cars himself, or pays 
another for the work, and is charged a good 
round sum additional for the switching of 
the cars to the connecting line, which is 
done without charge if the. freight be billed 
through. Besides this, the railroads impose 
a fine for demurrage in case the transfer is 
delayed more than a stated number of hours, 
while the cars sometimes lie here for weeks 
at a time waiting to be switched on a through 
consignment. These charges amply cover 
the extra trouble and delay involved by the 
transfer of ownership here, leaving the five 
cents above alluded to as a gross imposition 
on the trade. 

The truth seems to be that the greatest 
portion of this extraneous charge is really a 
bonus or rebate paid by the Eastern lines to 
the interior shipper in order to secure his 
trade. When the stuff is already here they 
are sure of it ontside of the season of lake 
navigation, and the pooling arrangements in 
vogue render it unnecessary to compete 
among each other for the business. The 
men who represent the produce dealers of 
Chicago will be recreant to their trust if they 
do not insist upon the absolute abandonment 
of this policy, or know the reason why, and 
let the railroads know that they intend 
to insist om it at all hazards. It is 
not their province to dictate whether 
the rates shall be reduced to them or 
raised to the interior shippers. That should 
be left to the carriers to decide according to 
the conditions of the case and of the season. 
But qn the question of absolute equality be- 
tween the two classes there must be no com- 
promise. It should be insisted on as Cesar 
or nothing,” with a distinct understanding 
on their part that the produce business of 
Chicago will soon be reduced to comparative 
nothingness if this cutthroat policy of the 
railroads is allowed to be continued. 

The necessity of taking this position is 
strongly enough illustrated by the facts of 
today. It is not yet winter, and the worst of 
the discriminations have to be suffered if the 
history of recent seasons is to be repeated. 
But already the buyers of corn in Kansas 
and Nebraska are assuring our commis- 
sion men that it is impossible to send their 
corn here, as they can obtain about three 
cents per bushel more for it by sending it 
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regard to oats, and would be true of flaxseed 
if it were not that Chicago is the only point 
at which arrangements exist at present for 
handling it on a large scale. Our packers 
are similarly hampered by the existence of a 
discrimination of fully three cents per hun- 
dred in favor of St. Louis, Kansas City, and 


some other Western points. It is not all 


loss to the city, as the packing business at 
those places is largely operated by Chicago 
capital and Chicago men, while no small part 
of the through grain business is transacted on 
orders sent to and from this city. But the 
stuff is not otherwise handled here as it 
would be if these freight discriminations did 
not exist; in which case we may say roughly 
that the trade and commerce of the city 
would be advantaged at least four times as 
much as under existing arrangements—no 
small part of the other three-fourths going to 
pay for labor in handling, while vastly more 
of the money received by the farmer for his 
produce would be expended with our mer- 
chants in the purchase of general mer- 
chandise. 

While the hand of the association is in for 
reform it will probably see its way to deal 
with the lesser thongh still great evil of ex- 
orbitant charges for the carriage of less than 
a car-load of merchandise. The discussion 
of this topic has been partly lost sight of; 
but that is no proof that it will be ignored 
when an opportunity is presented for urging 
its consideration in a voice that will be ac- 
knowledged as representing the business 
community. It is a minor part of the syllo- 
gism that may appropriately be regarded as 
included in the major, to which is consequent 
the unassailable ergo of radical reform in the 
principles of railroad management as well as 
in its details, 


THE ENGLISH RADICAL PROGRAM. 

The program of the English Radicals ap- 
pears in a recent issue of the Fortnightly Re- 
view, and as it has lately been published in a 
separate volume, and is prefaced with an in- 
dorsement by Mr. Chamberlain himself—the 
original article, we believe, having been 
written by Mr. Labouchére—it may be taken 
as an official statement of the reforms which 
are demanded by the Left” of the Liberal 
party and a foreshadowing of the claims 
which will be pressed in future, even though 
the Radicals should not succeed in securing 
them in the next Parliament. 

1. The first and one of the most important 
reforms demanded is in regard to education. 
The Radicals would have education free, 
upon the ground that the State owes the in- 
struction of children to all its citizens, and to 
this end all fees should be abolished. They 
also advise that in all districts where any 
particular branch of industry is followed a 
thorough knowledge of that industry should 
be taught, 

2. The Radicals demand a sweeping change 
in the matter of land-tenure. They say the 
tendency of legislation in the future must be 
to suppress landlords, to convert the occupier 
into the owner, and to secure to the tiller 
some interest in the land which he cultivates, 
and to this end the credits of the State ought 
to be used. Under such a change the whole 
system of settlement and entail will be abol- 
ished, thus throwing land into the market: 
the number of landowners will be increased; 
the conditions of private ownership will be 
controlled; and acre allotments will be made. 

3. A comprehensive change in the matter 
of taxation and finance will be demanded. 
Taxation is to be so direct and graduated that 
every taxpayer will know what he pays, and 
the burden will be equalized. Finances are 
to be administered with more economy by 
putting an end to the costly and useless policy 
of foreign aggrandizement; also by the re- 
moval of the present burdens upon trade and 
industry, the repeal of food taxes, and the 
institution of a progressive income tax. 

4. Social and economic reforms are also 
contained in the program, and among these 
the Radicals will contend for a better hous- 
ing of the poor and for an amelioration in the 
condition of the agricultural working-classes. 
Towns are to be made more habitable, build- 
ings are to be improved, and the general con- 
dition of the poor is to be brightened up, the 
expense to be met, in part at least, by the ap- 
propriation of the “* unearned increment”’ of 
land by the State. 

5. Home rule is demanded for Ireland, in- 
volving the establishment of an Irish Parlia- 
ment or National Council for the consideration 
of purely Irish questions and the making. of 
local Irish laws, its work to be supplement- 
ed by the establishment of local boards like our 
County Boards for purposes of local adminis- 


tration. All the States of the realm, how- 


ever, are to be represented in an Imperial 
Parliament, as now, which will have sole juris- 
diction over matters pertaining to the British 
Empire. 

6. Two more important and far-reaching 
reforms are thrown out for consideration 
with no expectation of immediate adoption. 
One of these is the disestablishment of the 
church, by which is meant not the abolition 
of the present State Church but the separa- 
tion of Church and State, placing it on 
the same basis as the present dissenting 
churches, The temper of the English people 
is inclined that way, and the most certain 
omen that this result will be secured in the 
near future is contained in the violence with 
which the dignitaries of the church are com- 
bating the proposition and the firmness with 
which the people are advocating it in the 
public prints. The other proposition is for 
the general adoption of manhood suffrage. 
The Franchise bill, which was passed by the 
last Parliament, representing 3,000,000 of 
electors, one-third of them workingmen, has 
added 2,000,000. more electors to this number, 
and of these 5,000,000 three-fifths belong to 
the working classes. There yet remain two 
or three millions more of self-supporting men 
who are entitled to the suffrage. The 
large towns have also increased their repre- 
sentation under the provisions of the Re- 
distribution of Seats bill, which, for instance, 
increases the representation for London from 
22 to 59 members in the House of Commons 
and proportionately enlarges that of Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Birmingham, Glasgow, 
Edinburg, and other principal cities. 

Such are the general outlines of the Rad- 
ical program, which, it will be observed, 
mainly includes reforms which were ac- 
complished in this country a century ago. It 
evidences a very broad departure from the 
old landmarks of legislation, so broad, in- 
deed, that it is not strange conservative En- 
glishmen fear the proposed changes and stig- 
matize them as socialistic. It may not be 
that they yet represent the views of a ma- 
jority of the English people, but they show 
the drift of opinion and argue that year by 
year England is gravitating toward a repub- 
lican form of government. As Mr. Labou- 
chére himself says: The great tide of 
democracy is rising.” 


Tue President has prefaced his recon- 
struction of the Civil-Service Commission 
with another of his verbose talks, which only 
goes to illustrate the force of the old saying 
that Fine words butter no parsnips.” Talk 
may be good, but action is better, and if we 
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elements of sincerity. Only two or three 
days before he appointed his Commissioners 
the President sent his check for $1,000 to 
the New York campaign fund, expressed 
his desire publicly that the Dem- 
ocrats should sueceed, and then went home 
and voted for Hill, who had been 
nominated by Tammany as a spoilsman upon 
an anti-civil-service reform platform, his 
Cabinet also following the example of the 
Executive, although these very men during 
the last few months have removed hundreds 
of Republicans from office for doing the same 
thing. The President went home to vote in 
order that he might aid his party by his per- 
sonal presence at the polls. He sent his 
money in order that a spoilsman mfght have 
a better chance of success. He distributed 
the Federal patronage to partisan workers 
for the same purpose, and yet in the same 
breath has the effrontery to talk of civil- 
service reform. 

Although the primary object of the Civil- 
Service Commission is to keep polities out of 
the public business, the President, as the 
next step, declares it is necessary to have a 
partisan board. To this end he has appointed 
Trenholm of South Carolina, who knows 
more about rice than he does about civil 
service, who has no sympathy with the re 
form, and whose antecedents are too Con- 
federate to be promising; and Edger- 
ton of Indiana, a mossbacked Bour- 
bon, who is the bosom friend of 
Hendricks and was his candidate for the 
place. Eaton is retained temporarily to in- 
struct these two worthies in their duties.

reforming the civil service it is needless to 
conjecture. It is clear that the commission 
hereafter is to be a machine for the advance- 
ment of Bourbon s s and for facilitating 
the distribution of spoils on a partisan basis. 


Double Taxation. 


ProntA, III., Nov. 6.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
The Revenue Commission, it is reported, are at 
work in your city framing a bill to tax all kinds of 
credits—bonds, mortgages, notes, due bills, book 
accounts, and promises to pay of every descrip- 
tion. Some people argue that this would not be 
double taxation, and therefore is right. They 
state the case in this way: A and B propose in- 
vesting $10,000 each in Peoria. A will piace his in 
real estate and improvements or in some kind of 
merchandise. B will loan histoC at 6 per cent 
upon mortgage security. A makes a full return of 
his property to the assessor, and is taxed accord- 


ingly. B makes no return of any property, and 
escapes all taxation. The tax-terret comes along 
and proposes to discover B's property and make him 
pay tax. B objects, and says, It is not right to 
tax mortgages. What is the proper course to 
pursue in order that all property may bear its just 
proportion of the tax burden? Please give us 
light. FAIR TAX. 

By the terms of Fair Tax’s supposed case it 
is only necessary to point out the fact that B’s 
$10,000 18 no longer in his possession, but in 
that of C, to show that it would be double tax- 
ation of the same property to make B pay on 
his mortgage. which is only real-estate bail 
on C’s promise to refund, and ball is not 
taxable. 

A's money is invested by himself in buying a 
lot and building a house thereon, and of course 
it is taxable, for it is in the form of visible, 
tangible property, and cannot be concealed; 
but it is taxed only once. But B’s money 
changes hands—passing into those of C’s—with 
a promise to return it five or ten years hence. 
C invests the money in building two houses on 
an idle lot which he owns, and he rents one 
and lives in the other. The improvement 
made by the $10,000 borrowed from B pays 
precisely the same amount of State, county, 
and city taxes as the investment of A in the 
house and lot. B’s money, therefore, is 
assessed and pays the same taxes as A’s. 
What more is wanted? To pursue B and assess 
bim on the note he holds from C would be 
getting a second tax out of his original $10,000, 
or what would be equivalent to an assessment 
on $20,000, and that would be grossly unjust. 
B bas no longera dollar of his money in his 
possession, it having gone beyond his reach 
into the temporary ownership of C., and B only 
holds C's promise to refund the property at a 
certain time in the future. There is nothing 
tangible, therefore, in B’s hands to tax except 
the annual interest of $600 after it is received. 

„Fair Tax must see that his proposition is 
the old fallacy that the child can eat its cake 
and have it too at the same time; that a man 
can dispossess himself of his capital by giving 
it to another for a term of years, and, there- 
fore, he should pay tax on the borrower's 
promise to return it to him some time in the 
future!

Let the 
scheme that is being batchea by the Revenue 
Commission of taxing mortgages be carried 
into effect, and instantly the borrowing rate of 
money on such security will rise by the amount 
of the tax. The lender will require the bor- 
rower to pay both taxes or pay him enough 
additional interest to cover the tax imposed on 
the shadow of the substance that has passed 
into the borrower's hands. This is the univer- 
sal practice in all States where the unjust and 
ine@uitable system of double taxation prevails, 

refore it is resisted and denounced both 
b itors and debtors, and is only insisted 
upon by barbarian legislators, unrefleoting peo- 
ple misled by sophistry, and by the tribe of tax- 
eaters who want more revenue to devour.

ING—A COMPLETE PROSTRATION OF ALL 
COMMERCIAL INTERESTS—THE STRIKERS 
DEFIANT AND THREATENING. 

GATLvrsrox, Tex., Nov. 6.—[Special.}—The 
fourth day ot the great boycott has passed, and 
the Knights of Labor are still masters of the 
situation. There are evident signs disaffec- 
tion in their ranks regurdiess of the 
defiant attitude they have assumed. 
This 18 evident from the tone 
of their daily bulletin, in which they appeal to 


‘the laboring element to stand firm and not 


yield to the slavish demands of capital; that 
they cannot be starved into submission while 
the whole city is stored with groceries, 
and that the first law of Nature is 
solf- preservation. Let the responsibility 
rest where it belongs, says their organ. Be 
warned in time, and such other incendiary 
expressions, which are thrown out evidently 
with the design to intimidate and force 
other interests to take sides with 
them in their senseless strike that 
is keeping hundreds of laborers 
not members of the Knights of Labor out of 
work, to the great detriment of their families, 
and paralyzing the commerce of tuts city. This 
is producing widespread dissatisfaction and is 
causing a division in the counsels of the 
order. The conviction ia also being forced upon 
the public that this strike was cunningly 
designed by certain leading members of the 


order in this city whoare seeking political 
preferment to bring themselves into promi- 
nence and at the same time bleed the various 
corporations affected by the boycott of large 


amounts. This is the reason there has been 


no resistance to the boycott. This 
passiveness upon the part of the corporations 
affected is baving a demoralizing effect upon 
the strikers, who expected that the merchants 
and all others interested in the boycott would 
instantiy take action and demand the rein- 
statement of their discharged employés by the 
Mallory Line. This was not done, hence 
the Knights have feit the recoil of their hasty 
action as severely as those they haye boycot- 
ted. The situation is bourly becoming more 
serious. The export trade of the city is suffer- 
ing heavily. There are some forty 
foreign vessel now in port,. either 
partiy loaded or awaiting cargoes, and 
others are expected daily. Unless these ves- 
sels are permitted to load here they will be 
dispatched to New Orleans, and the cargoes 
awaiting them in the interior will be railed to 
the Crescent City and loaded there. President 
Sealy of the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fé, 
in an effort to solve this 
question, has requested the State Executive 
Committee of the Knights of Labgr to meet 
him ip conference at 9a. m. tomorrow. Mem- 
bers of the committee througbout the State 
have been wired to be present without fail. 
The result of this conference will be await- 
ed with anxiety. The engineers and 
firemen of the Houston Direct Na~igation 
Company were ordered out tonight. If they 
respond to the demand tbis will close the only 
freight inlet into the city. The Navigation 
Company was delivering cotton to the Mal- 
lory and Morgan steamships and today delivered 
800 bales to the steamship San Marcos 
and has 4,800 bales afloat at Houston for the 
steamship Lampasas, which is due tomorrow. 
Should the boycott go into effect on the Hous- 
ton Direct Navigation Company it will further 
complicate matters and render the embargo 
complete. No action of violence has marked 
the conduct of the strikers thus far. 

New York, Nov. 6.—|Special.|—Mr. Henry 
Mallory of the Mallory Steamship Company 
said today in regard to che boycottmg ot his 
line in Texas: It affects not only us but all 
the business-men of Texas. The strike, or 
whatever it may be called, extends its in- 
fluence to all that portion of the State 
tributary to Galveston. The railroads are af- 
fected by it and all mercantile interests be- 
sides. Why, trade is practicaily at a standstill 
in the city and its vicinity. The strikers won't 
allow freight to de delivered at our 
dock, and they try to prevent every 
one from having any dealings with us. 
However, I suppose we can stand it it the good 
people ot Galveston can. We have a large 
quantity of freight now at our dock there 
awaiting shipment and that will suffice to fur- 
nish us with cargoes for some time to come, 
We are putting it aboard Sur steamers without 
molestauon, and when it is all disposed of I 
suppose we will have to await developments.“ 

Is it true, as has been reported, that your 
company has been ‘boycotted’ in the matter 
of telegraphing between New York and Gal- 
veston?” 

“Well, as to that all I can say is that we 
sent important business dispatches to Galves- 
ton yesterday requiring immediate answers, 
and we have not yet received any replies 
thereto. This morning we telegraphed to our 
agent there asking him to ascertain and in- 
form us at once what the demands of the 
Knights of Labor are, and that dispatch has 
not been answered. It is a bad state of affairs, 
and I don’t quite see the outcome of it all.“ 

In turther conversation Mr. Mallory re- 
marked that the steamsh‘p company with which 
he is connected is also baving trouble at Key 
West with the ‘longshoremen there, who 
also struck about two weeks ago for 
bigher The difficulty there, 
however, been arranged by 
the employment of additional steamer hands 
and the discharging and loading of freight by 
the steamers’ crews. At Key West, he said, 
the ‘longshoremen are colored. The vessels of 
the Mallory Line, he stated, are being regu- 
larly dispatched to their destinauons and 
freight is being taken as usual for Southern 
ports at New York. 


LOOKING FOR POISON. 


OF. HAINES EXAMINING THE STOMACH 
OF A WOMAN SUPPOSED TO HAVE BERN 
FOULLY DEALT WITH. 

District-Attorney Malone and a Deputy 
Sueriff of Doage County, Wisconsin, came to 
the city “Wednesday with the stomach 
of Miss Anne (Freeborn, an elderly 
and wealtby maiden who died under 
suspicious circumstances in Beaver Dam, Wis., 
Thursday week. The stomach was given to 
Prof. W.S. Haines of Rush Medical College 
for chemical agalysis, but, as the process of 
searching for poisonous substances in the 
tissues of a stomach is slow, he is 
not prepared to render an opinion, 
and will not do 80 in less 
than a week. A short time before her death 
Miss Freeborn, who was quite wealtby,‘was in- 
fluenced, it is said, by a Mrs. Killops, whom 
she had raised, to make her will in favor of 
Mre. Killops and her husband and to take 
up her residence permanently with them. The 
offer was accepted, much against the wishes of 
Miss Freeborn’s blood relations. When Miss 
Freeborn died so suddenly suspicion of fou! 
play was aroused and a post-mortem 
examination held. The post-mortem 
was confined to an examination ot the 
heart and brain, and nothing suspicious was 
developed. This examination didn’t satisfy 
the community of Beaver Dam, and sentiment 
being so thoroughly aroused and charges that 
the deceased bad come to her death from poi- 
son administered to ber by the Killops, a sec- 
ond post-mortem for the examination of the 
stomach was ordered. When the physicians 
went to open the stomach much to their sur- 
prise they found that the work bad already 
been done, and that the contents of it had been 
disposed of. Furtmermore, the coatings of 
the stomach had, to ail appearances, 
been caretuily cleansed with a sponge, but who 
did the work is the mystery ot the hour. Prof. 
Haines said last night that owing to the carefu! 
way in which the guilty parties had cleaned the 
stomacn—if they are really murderers—would 
render the gathering of evidence from a chem- 
ical analysis decidedly problematical, especially 
as it is suspected the poison was an opiate. 
Meantime the suspected parties are too closely 
watched in Beaver Dam to permit of their 
escape. 


THE CRANE MUST HAVE BEEN SURPRISED. 

San Francisco Examiner: A wonderful fish 
is becoming numerous in Goose Lake. It has 
the power to fill itself with air until it becomes 
very much like around ball. Evenings about 
sundown they may be seen playing on the sur- 
face of the water. They willi swell up by tak- 
ing in the air, anc the wind will blow them 
over the lake. They reflect all the col- 
ors of the rainbow, and when sporting 
over the lake are a grand sight. A bunter 
several weeks ago saw a crane swallow one of 
these fish when in its normal condition, but 
before the crane bad got more than fifty feet 
up above the lake the fish had taken in 
enough air to exviode the crane, which, at the 
sound of a report like that of a gun. flew all to 
atoms, and the fish came lightly down on the 
water, no worse off for the short ride in the 
air.

Riel Writes a Letter After the Style 
of the Late Lamented 
Guiteau. 


He Claims to Be Inspired—Strong Prob- 
abilities of His Hanging Next 
Wednesday. 


The Half-Breed Confident of Rising from 
the Dead, but Prefers to Live 
Southern Notes. 


Reena, N. W. T., Nov. 4.—|Special.|—Your 
correspondent has visited the Northwest 
Mounted Police barracks, where he received 
the followmg communication from Riel. The 
latter is considerably excited since the decis- 
ion of the Privy Council, and is haunted by 
fears of assassination. He had materially im- 
proved in health after his arrival here from 
Batouche, but latterly is losing m of those 
marks of good bealth he so lately exhibited. 
He is considerably interested in the opinions 
of the outside world regarding him, and his 
first question was: Do you think I will be 
pardoned?’ On my departure I received the 
latest revelation.“ It ia well written in good 
French, but in many places the language is 
disconnected and to the profane mind obscure. 
The manuscript is headed, ** Who Is the Sub- 
ject?” He says: 3 

Is it now, or shall it be later on? Ged revealed 
to me that I was the highest man in a government 
which was ledbyfear. I was in front; I was first. 
God revealed to me that a magnificent and grand 
career was still open for me. I amffirst minister of a 
great government. I am at the head of the Domin- 
ion, of a dominion which believes all the pro- 
tectations except those coming out in 
favor of truth. What, then, is the 
influence which keeps me in power? God reveals 
to me that it is only the influence of His Son. By 
attentive and constant prayer I obtained that Jesus 
Christ helps me to direct the ship of a difficult 
State. My lively faith, that faith which God makes 
more and more lively, acts on every side. The 
State of which I am charged seems to me to be im- 
possible to direct. Still He goes on without me, 
baving much hardsbip or tatigue to govern. Ali 1 
want is attention, vigilance, assiduity—even that 
is a burden. But for the greater glory of 
God what could I not do? I must pray and nour- 
ish faith by words of Christianity, and so every- 
thing goes well. [am a happy Governor of fifty 
years, ufty. sixty, seventy, eighty years. I die at 
the age of 92 years. My career is great, thanks 
have governed without § acci- 
dent, without. misfortures, without failing. 
I reach port” but in touching ground the 
Divine Spirit made methrow a look of observa- 
tion on the Ship of State which I governed. Taken 
in itself, considering the point of view of its proper 
importance, the State was only a mechanism of 
nothing. The power of a people is a platform 
good for nothing in itself. The power is good only 
when it is used to the glory of God; to the honor of 
religion and the salvation of souls. It is human 
glory to rule. If thou art not in harmony with the 
glory of God Ido not consider thee more than the 
fiffure of zero placed all alone on the blackboard. 
God reveals to me that He wants to have for His 
belovedS. on a statue which will stand 
sixteen feet high from the ground up to 
the waist—a statue erected in honor of 
Jesus Christ, His Son—a statue which shall be that 
of His Son eighteen feet high from waist to the 
top of the head. God reveals to me that coun- 
tries are illuminated by the light ot the Gospel; 
that Christian cities are disagreeable to Him be- 
cause they have not erected such a statue yet to 
His beloved and only Son foran ornament of 
their public places.

With regard to Riel’s execution be said a 
few days ago that if hanged he would rise 
again from the dead atter three days; but, he 
added, he would prefer living, as he did not 
want God to goto the trouble of raising him 
from the dead. 

Orrawa, Out., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—Although 
Le Monde, a French peper supporting the Gov- 
ernment, asserted positively last night that the 
Government had appointed a commission of 
toreigu medical men to examine Riel, nothing 
has yet been done, for, as Sir John Macdonald 
would say, Tue Cabinet is not a unit on the 
question. It is. in fact, a straight stand-up 
fight between the two factions in the Ministry 
as to whether Riel sball be saved or 
executed. Ail the leading English- 
speaking Tories here, many of whom 
profess to have the Premier's confidence, 
say that there will be no interference with 
the sentence, while the French Conservatives 
assert that they have assurances that a medi- 
cal commission will be appointed and that under 
no circumstances will the Government allow 
Riel to be executed. A gentleman high in the 
confidence of the Secretary of State says there 
is nd truth whatever in Le Monde’s story that 
a medical commission bas been appointei, 
though he was not prepared to say what would 
be done in the future. Meanwhile another 
respit for the halt- breed leader is inevitable, 
as no warrant has been issued authorizing his 
execution, and the Ministers are not likely to 
come to an agreement before Tuesday next, 
the day to which he was last reprieved. 

Itis stated that Mr. Thumpson, Minister of 
Justice, bas made a report to the Council on 
Riel's case in which he has adopted the views 
of Bishop Grandin, in that the rebel leader 
should not be hanged, but should be incar- 
cerated in a lunatic asylum. 

Av effort is being made to bring Sir A. T. 
Galt into tne Ministry to fill the position of 
Finance Minister made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Sir Leonard Tilley. should the effort 
fail, it is likely that Mr. McLellan, the present 
Minister of Marine, will be appointed to the 
position. 

MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 6.—A telegram from 
Wianipeg today says extraordinary precau- 
tions have been taken at Kegina barracks to 
prevent visitors communicating with Riel. His 
guard has been doubled, and he is visited 
every hour. Mounted police prevent all ap- 
proach from outside. Mr. Lemieux has writ- 
ten to the prisoner saying he has done bis best 
for bim and failed, but adds that there are 
hopes yet. 

Lima, Nov. 6.—Gen. Caceres held a review of 
his troops in Tarma Oct. 25. His forces num- 
bered 1,900 men, of whom 500 were Monteneros. 
The night following the review two regiments 
revoited, but they were finally mastered by 
another column. 

New York, Nov. 6.—A Montreal special 
says: It is semi-officiaily denied that the 
Cabinet bas granted a medical commission in 
the case of Riel, and it is believed that be will 
be executed next Wednesday.

MILWAUKER, Wis., Nov. 6.—[Special. |—The 
defense in the Mejendy case completed its testi- 
mony last evening, and at this.morning’s ses- 
sion of the United States Court Attorney N. S. 
Murphey opened his argument for the prosecu- 
tion. In reviewing the testimony of the case 
he frequently indulged in remarks of sucha 
personal nature as to bring out an interrupt- 
ing remark from the opposing counsel, and 
several exciting controversies between the at- 
torneys occurred. In speaking of the action 
of David Melendy, in coming forward 
as the chief witness against his sisters, 
Mr. Murphey stated tiht after Mary Melendy 
had obtained possession of $100,000 worth of 
stock and a half interest in the steamer Colin 
Campbell, she revoked the power of attorney 
sbe bad given her brother, and in a manner 
which, he said, was analogous to that of a high- 
wayman. She retained $40,000 of stock and a 
quarter interest in the Colin Campbell, ali of 
which property belonged to her brother. She 
sold her stock for $200,000, and is now the owner 
of a palatial residence on Grand avenue, which 
is now and then pulled by the police.“ Mr. 
Murphey said. That's right, Brother Fish.“ 
said Mr. Murphey, turning to Mr. Fish. write 
that down.“ Mr. Fish jumped up and called 
Murphey to order. He said that no evidence 
bad beeu produced to justify Mr. Murphey's 
statement, and declared that if he attempted 
to prove it David A. Melendy would have

Murphey was followed by At- 
torney John T. Fish, for the detense, who gave 
considerable attention to the testimony of 
David Melendy, showing wherein ne had con- 
tradicted himself in several important state- 
ments. Referring to the brother's evidence 
that the sisters confessed to him that they fired 
the Ludington building, Mr. Fisb calied atten- 
tion to what he termed the absurdity of the 
alleged crime, and of David's sufferance of tne 
act, and declared that the parties could not 
have tolerated the step for a moment, even if 
they were the blackest villains that ever lived, 
unlees they were utterly oblivious to their own 
interests. They could not but bave foreseen 
that fire would be attended with great finan- 
cial logs to them. 

Attorney Murphy was prevented from mak- 
ing his closing argument by the adjournment 
of court for the day. He will conclude his ad- 
dress tomorrow morning and the cage will be 
given to the jury before noon. 

Another charge of irregularities in the man- 
agement of affairs at the Milwaukee County 
Hospital, under the Superintendency of Dr. 
Connell bas just been made. It refers to a case 
in the iying-in department and has created 
quite a flurry becduse of s prominent county 
officer's connection with it. In November last 
a girl giving the name of Jenny Schmidt was 
accepted by Dr. Uonnell upon the request of 
County Cierk Treaumer, and given proper 
treatment in the lying-in department. There 
was no request made by amember of the 
County Board, or no permit issued by the 
Superintendent of the Poor for the girl's admis- 
sion to the hospital, as required by law. Rela- 
tive to his interest in the case County Clerk 
Treaumer makes a statement that appears 
quite satisfactory. 

Wednesday forenoon last Mrs. A. F. Lemhe 
took a quantity of arsenic, with suicidal intent, 
and died from its effects last night.

PETTY STATES. 


A PLEA FOR THEM AS AGAINST ENGLISH 
TORY HATE. 

Now that Lord Salisbury has spoken we may 
be permitted to hope also, perhaps, for another 
change in the Tory tone. Men, we are aware, 
habitually hate States and nationalities for no 
reason that they can explain, but of all the un- 
reasoning hatreds ever developed that borne by 
most English Tories toward the pestilent petty 
States of the Balkan is the most unreason- 
able. Petty States are not bad in themselves. 
Europe would be a wilderness filled with war- 
ring savages, and North America would be a 
hunting field, but for the petty States of 
Judea and Attica, neither of them equal in 
extent, population, or visible power to modern 
Holland, Belgium, or Servia. Nor are they 
necessarjly devoid of the principle of growth. 
The “petty State of Macedonia mastered 
Western Asia; the ‘petty State of 
Latium gave laws to tha world; the 
‘*petty State” of Brandenburg is domi- 
nant at this hour in the councils of 
civilized mankind. No State could be smaller 
than Savoy; yet what does Italy not owe to its 
** pestiient’’ Princes, always intent, like King 
Milan, on getting something? Nor is Switzer- 
land large, which has given an example that 
dissolves tyrannies, and serves, solely by force 
of the respect it inspires, to keep the great 
States of Western Europe from a direct col- 
lision of boundaries, As for the States of the 
Balkan, they have performed, and are per 
tormmg. the greatest of political services done 
in this modern world; are regaining for civili- 
zation that Eastern empire which the Turks 
blotted out in blood. It is due to the courage, 
the political sense, and the terrible sufferings 
of Roumania, Servia, Greece, and Bulgaria 
that Eastern Europe is again Decoming free, 
and orderly, and wealthy, without that awul 
collision between the Slav and the Germfan 
which might have ended in tue Turk becoming 
superior in force to both. They bave borne 
the bruntofacentury of resistance. It is 
their villages which have been burned, their 
cities which have been ravaged, their popula- 
tions which have been decimated in the heroic 
struggle which must soon be crowned with vic- 
tory.—London Spectator.

The Fire in the Farwell Block 
Spoils Over $200,000 Worth 
of Property. 


The Defective Construction of a Parti- 
tion Helped the Spread of the 
Flames. 


A List of the Firms Suffering Serious 
Loss— The Amount of Insurance 
Involved. 


A serious fire broke out yesterday morning 
about 3 o'clock on the third floor of the old 
Farwell Block, No. 289 Monroe street. This 
floor 18 occupied by Sweet, Orr & Co., manu- 
tacturers of overalls and jackets, and the fire, 
which is as yet totally unaccountable, origi 
nated in the rear part of the premises. The 
flames were first discovered by a night-watch- 
man, who immediately turned in an alarm, but 
before the fire-engines arrived had gained con- 
siderable headway. Iron shutters on the rear 
of the building caused a costly delay in 
getting at the burning goods, but it can- 
not be long before these enemies of 
firemen and property-owners as well 
will be abolished ajitogether. In the 
centre of the building is asbaft ceppea by a 
skylight, through which the flames leaped 
readily to the floors above. The rear of the 
fourth floor, occupied by 8. M. Marshall & Co., 
and the rear of the fifth floor, used as a factory 
by Mannheimer & Lepman, clock manufact- 
urers, whose store is on the second floor, were 
completely gutted. Portions of the fourth and 
fifth floors crasued through to the third, and 
materially aided the conflagration. The sky- 
lights and the roof adjoining it were all but 
consumed. The fire did not touch the second 
floor, but both it and the first floor were com- 
pletely soaked with water. The portion of the 
old Farwell Block in which the fire originated 
is Only separated from the west portion of the 
block further west by a thin brick parti- 
tion wall, in tke midst of which 
are some of the wooden posts used 
for carrying the floors above. The joists of 
the two poruons of the biock are continuous, 
and the partitidfi wall was only put in some 
time ago to better divide up the property. The 
fire was speedily communicated from the one 
portion of the building to the other, which is 
numbered 241 and 243, by means of these 
joists through the wall. The fifth floor, occu- 
pied in the rearas a cutting-room by 8. W. 
Wineman & Co., manufacturers of pants, bore 
little traces of fire compared to the fourth 
floor, though water had played sad havoc with 
the stock. The basement of Nos. 237 and 239 
is occupied by J, V. Farwell & Co. for storage, 
and at the time of the fire they had cases of 
dress goods, canton-flannels,,and silks valued 
at from $120,000 to $130,000 stored there. From 
the fact that the cases were covered before the 


water came through, and were chiefly piled 
high up on scantiiag out of the water's reach, 
itis not thougbt that the. loss will be very 
great. 

H. C. Chumasero, of J. V. Farwell & Co., said 
that the building was valued at $200,000 and in- 
sured for $150,000. He did not thing that the 
damage to the building would exceed 
$5,000 to $10,000. He could not account for the 
origin of the fire. The building was heated by 
steam trom the Tabernacie Building on the op- 
posit side of the street, and the elevators were 
supplied from the same source. His firm kept 
awatchman in the basement, but for some 
time there had been no other watchman

night. The total loss on stock in the entire 
building might reach between $300,000 and 


$400,000. His firm were arranging to provide 


for the burnt-out tenants in portions of the

pied by James L. Libby & Co. and W. G. Moore 


& Co. The former carried a stock of shirts, 
collars, and cuffs to the value of’ $18,000.

Moore & Co. had a stock of siiks and velvets 
estimated at from $80,000 to $100,000. The 
most valuable part of the siiks in the back 
part of the floor was left uncovered, and will 
prove a total loss. The damage is estimated at 


Mannbeimer, Lepman & Co., cloak manu- 


facturers, occupied the second and fifth floors 
of Nos. 237 and 239 with a stock of goods 
amounting to $120,000. The greater part of 
this was burned and the rest partially ruined by 
water and smoke. The firm estimate their loss 
at $100,000. 


Sweet, Orr & Co. kept dry goods to the value 


of $50,000 on the third floor of the east haif of 


the building. Their loss will reach at least 


$30,000. 


M. Mar- 


shull & Co., dealers in jackets and bed-clothes, 


whose loss is estimated at about $20,000.

Turner Bros. & Co., dry-goods dealers and 
agents for Brinckerboff, Turner & Co., New 
York, occupied part of the first floor ana the 
whole of the basement. Their stock was val- 
ued at $150,000. They could not give any es- 
timate as to the probable loss. The damage is 
by water only. 

Jenkins, Freer & Co., foreign and domestic 
dry-goods commission, carried a stock of $75,- 
000, about two-thirds of which is ruined. They 
occupied the second floor. 8. L. Palmer, dry- 
goods commission merchant, bad a stock 
valued at $5,000, which is damaged by water to 
about one-half its value. 

George W. Hoyt & Co., dry goods, were on 
the third floor. They estimate their stock at 
$45,000 to $50,000 and their loss at from $30,000 
to $35,000. The damage is principally by 
water. Part of the same floor was occupied by 
the Boston Button Company and its agent M. 
R. Kultchar. Their stock was valued at 85, 000, 
and will be almost a total loss,

WEST TWELFTH STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

A well-attended meeting of the owners of 
property on Twelfth street was held last even- 
ing at the corner of Twelfth street and Ash- 
land avenue. Mr. George Otto presided. The 
plan bitherto advocated contemplated giving 
seventy feet in the centre of the street for 


boulevard purposes. This met with consider- 
able opposition, as it was believed not to 
leave enough room for sidewalk and traffic pur- 
poses.

This plan contemplates a boulevard 
driveway forty feet wide in the centre of the 
street, flanked on each side by a grass plat ten 
feet wide.

THE FUTURE OF THE TOLEDO, CINCINNATI 
& ST. LOUIS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6.—[Speécial.]—A 
decision has been virtually reached by Judges 
Gresham and Woods of the United States Court 
in the various suits involving the future of the 
Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railroad. There 
are four divisions in the system, and mortguges 
on the whole were held by the .Centra! Trust 
Company, E. F. Leonard, and G. D. Brauan, all 
of New York. Suit for foreclosure was begun 
three years ago, and W. H. Craig appointed re- 
ceiver, being succeeded afew months ago by 
Gen. John M. McNulta of Bloomington, III., 
whose administration is spoken of as being 
economical and effective. The present litigation 
involves two issues, the extension of the mort- 
gage lien over the Frankfort & State Line and 
the Franktort, Toledo, and St. Louis Divisions 
and the foreclosure and sale of the whole. The 
court bas decided that the roads named should 
be ineluded in the mortgage, and also that the 
decree should be given, although the eutry has 
not yet been made. Those iuterested in the 
Frankfort Roads will take an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and a su- 
persedeas bond of $800,000 is now beimg pre- 
pared. The appeal is taken on the extension 
of the mortgage, and this will involve the fore- 
closure and sale as weil. The effect of this will 
be to keep the road in the hands of the re- 
ceiver until a decision is reached in the court 
of last resort, which will probably take three 
years. 


THE NEW TRUNK-LINE AGREEMENT. 


New York, Nov. 6.—([Speciail.|—At the con- 
clusion of the deliberanmons of the trunk-line 


new contract had been gone over, and ail were 
agreed to without dissent. The represcenta- 
tives of the various roads therefore signed the 
new agreement, which will go into opera- 
tion at once. The officers signing it 
were President Depew for the New York 
Central, Roberts for the Pennsylvania. 
King for the Erie, Spencer for the Baltimore 
& Ohio, General-Managers Hickson, Laing. 
and Hegeman for the Grand Trunk, West

The agreement 
signed is essentially that telegraphed Tue 
TRIBUNE last night. Commissioner Fink, in 
making the official announcement of the sign- 
ing of the new contract, stated the principal 
point in which it differed from the old pooling 
contract was in the assumption of responsibil- 
ity on the partof the trunk lines for the acts 
of their Western connections. The question of 
rates Was not taken up, and will be considered 
by the Executive Committee. No action was 
taken by the Presidents concerning the position 
of the Baltimore & Ohio relative to pas 
senger business in the new pool, this 
also being left for future settlement. Alter 
the signatures of the Presidents had been af- 
fixed to the new agreement it was sent to all 
the immediate Western connections of the 
trunk lines, and assurances were given that 
these roads would joinin the agreement, which 
thus becomes a fixed basis for the government 
of ali the roads concerned. 


BRIDGING THE ST. CROLX. 

Sr. Paul., Min., Nov. 6.—/Special.|—Sen- 
ator Sabin. the Hon. E. W. Durant, and Mayor 
Murdock of Stillwater called upon Maj. Alien, 
United States Engineer at St. Paul, today to 
investigate the pians of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Northern Railroad for crossing the St. 
Croix at Point Douglass. The impress on pre- 
vailed among lumbermen on the St. Croix that 
the piers of the bridge would be 80 close to- 
gether as to interfere with the floating of rafts. 
The committee found the plans in accordance 
with the Congressional enactment of 1884, 
requiring that the span on either side 
of the draw pier shall be 160 
feet long on all bridges constructed 
across the St. Croix, Chippewa, Black, and 
Wisconsin Rivers. The pian, in addition to 
complying with that lawinthis respect, also 
makes the span nexttothe Minnesota shore 
140 feet long, so that halt of a raft can be put 
through each pier. Mr. Durant made two sug- 
gestions, however, in reference to the bridge. 
For 109 feet above and running down to the 
abutment on the Wisconsin side the shore 18 
jagged with sharp projecting rocks. In 
floating a raft through on that side a west 
wind is liable to drive the raft against 
the rocks and wreck it. Mr. Durant suggested 
that a floating boom be placed so as to cover 
the rock. On the Minnesota shore a sand-bar 
runs out a few feet into the water under the 
bridge. Mr. Durant thought this should be re- 
moved. Maj. Allen thought favorably of the 
suggestons, ana will report them for the con- 
sideration of the War Department., unless the 
railroad company will accept and act upon 
them without further trouble.

A Disastrous Northeast Gale Is 
Predicted by the Weather 
Bureau. 


It Is Now Raging on Lake Superior 
and the Lower End of Lake 
Michigan. 


The Steamship Graves Has Gone to Pieces 
Four Oents on Corn to Buffalo 
General News. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning & bulletin was 
issued by the weather bureau warning vesselmen 
that a disastrous gale was expected to reach Lake 
Michigan before midnight. The storm signals were 
at once displayed. Some of the more cautious ves- 
sel masters abandoned their intention of leaving 
port, while others, who have long since lost conti- 
dence in Gen. Hazen and his corps of weather 
sharps, cast a look of derision at the storm flag, 
hoisted sail, and headed their vessels down the 
lake. A fine southerly breeze prevailed through- 
out the day, but the weather was thick and murky, 
and the sky was hidden from view by 
dark and threatening clouds. After sunset the 
wind ‘freshened up in the southeast, and at 10 
o’clock was blowing strong from that quarter. The 
atmosphere was full of moisture, and the play of 
lightning along the southern horizon denoted the 
approach of a storm. The obliging officer in charge 
of the signai station at this port mapped out the 
course of the storm for a TRIBUNE reporter and 
said there was every indication that the 
most disastrous gale of the season would 
sweep the lakes during the next forty-eight 
hours. The storm centre, he said, had 
been in the Missouri Valley during the early part 
of the day, and was rapidly traveling in a north- 
easterly direction. Its approach was announced 
by a sudden fall in the barometer, which at that 
time registered 29.37. This sudden fall indicated a 
storm of great energy. The officer was of the opin- 
ion that the storm centre would pass a little to the 
southward of Chicago, in which case the wind 


would come from the northeast. The storm, 
he thought, would be followed by a 
cold wave and a heavy fall of snow. 


The threatened gale had not reached Chicago at 
midnight. The wind was still blowing from the 
southwest, but was gradually working mo-e to the 
west. A heavy dead swell was running from the 
northeast, indicating heavy weather at the lower 
end of the lake. The Signal Station officer said the 
gale would be here before day-break. Ferhaps it 
will, 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 

Beckwith & Flemming telephoned THE TRIBUNE 
Office last night that they had chartered the schr 
Lizzie A. Law fora cargo of corn to Buffalo at 4 
cents a bushel. The vessel will not be ready to 
load until Monday. This rate is M cent higher 
than has been paid on any corn cargo this season. 

There was an active demand for carrying capaci- 
ty. shippers freely offering 3% cents on corn to 
Buffalo and 8 cents on corn to Georgian Bay ports. 
Ready tonnage, however, was in scant supply. This 
faet alone prevented a large vumber of engage: 
ments. The schrs Ellen Spry and Newsboy were 
chartered for flaxseed to Buffalo at 3% cents, 
which is the highest treight paid out of Chicago in 
nearly a year. These were the only vessels out- 
side of the propeller lines that were offered on the 
market. The prop New York will load 50,000 bush- 
els and prop Commodore 82,000 bushels, both 
corn, for Buffalo, but their cargoes were probably 
contracted for some time ago. Shippers say there 
is nothing approaching a boom in freights at this 


port, and that nothing but the scarcity of tonnage 
holds the market up. They have plenty of orders for 
corn, Dut, as the shipments of that cereal this week 
have largely exeeeded the receipts, their Eastern 
orders are largely unfilled. If eorn could be had 
a big tleet of carriers would be wanted, but, with 
little or no corn coming in and no wheat going out, 
an influx of tonnage would haveavery depress- 
ing effect on ireights.

THE PARSON PKOTESTS. 


MR. DOWNS HAS HIS CONGREGATION ON 
THE HIP—THE STORY OF THE TRANSOM. 
Boston, Mass., Nov. i.—Parson Downs 

seems to have bis opponents in the church on 

the hip in one respect. A meeting of the so- 
ciety was held this afternoon. It was the 
unanimous opinion of those present that the 
pastor is unfit for the position he occupies, 
and that he sbould be removed. *The church 
requested him to resign, but he raid no at- 
tention to the request. The society spent 
several hours in ciscussing what measures 
taken to secure his removal, and 
finally adjourned until Nov. 19 without action. 

he situation is a peculiar one. By the laws 
of Massachusetts, when a minister is called to 

a Baptist Church he is pastor of it until bis 

pastorate is ended for one of the following 

causes: 1, death; 2, voluntary resiguation; 

8, forced resignation caused by conviction of 

preaching heretical doctrines; 4, forced res 

ignation caused by reason of conviction of 
morai misdemeanors. If he is proven guilty 
of heresy or immorality, the pastor can be re- 
moved by the society without regard to the 
church. The soc ety, not the church, is re- 
sponsible for his salary, and must pay it as 
long as bis duties are properly per- 
formed. The only charge that can be 
brougbt sgainst Parson Downs is that of 
immorality. It is cegurded as about an éven 
thing now whether the Taber divorce will be 
granted. If it is granted the charge of adul- 
tery against the pustor can never be pushed, 
and he can accordingly suap his fingers at nis 
opponents and dely them to prove him legally 
guilty of immorality.

MULEOWSEL 


TESTIMONY OF THE MURDERED WOMAN'S HUS- 
BAND—OTHER WITNESSES. 

The trial of Frank Mulkowski for the alleged 
murder ot Agnes Kledzieck was resumed before 
Judge Shepard yesterday for the third day’s 
work, and only three witnesses testified. 

Dr. Biuthardt, the County Physician, testified 
that be found on the murdered woman wounds 
evidentiy made by some biunt instrument at 
the crown of the forehead, on the left temple, 
and at the back of the head. That on the fore- 
head was about the size of half a dollar, and 
like that coin—circular in shape. He removed 
the scalp and found that there was an 
open crack in the skull haif an inch 
wide. This was the fatal wound that must 
have caused almost instantaneous death. In 
another month the woman wouid have become a 
motner. 

Mr. Byam, counsel for Mulkowski, objected 
to that part of the doctor's testimony which 
referred to the pregnancy of the murdered 
woman, and the court inquired objector’s rea- 
son for so doing. 

Because it bas nothing to do with the con- 
dition ot che body so far as the State is con- 
cerned.“ said Mr. Byam. 

Judge Shepard said the effect of the state- 
ment on the jury would now be the same even 
if be ruled it out, and allowed it to stand as 
part of the testimony. 

Joseph Kiedzieck, the husband of the mur- 
dered woman, was then brought into courtto 
finish the testimony begun by him Thursday 
afternoon. Everything in his house, he said, 
seemed to have been ransacked by the burglar 
and murderer. There was missing $22.50. He 
was shown a watch, which he identified as his 
brocher's. It had been taken from bis 
brother's trunk, to the best of his knowl- 
edge. Another watch the witness ident 
ned as his own... The key to the 
latter watch was next shown him and he, an- 
Swering questions, said: I know this key by 
the bend in the ring. This rug 1 know. it 
was my wife's and was our wedding-ring. On 
the inside are dur initials, ‘A.’ and J. K.’, 
and the date of our marriage, Jan. 20, 1883. 
My wife never took off this ring, and she bad 
it on when I saw her last. This chain belonged 
to my wife's sister and this brooch to my wife.“ 
Some earrings were also identified. 

A saucer containing some charred letters, a 
partly-burned note-book, ana a badly-scorched 
stub of a lead-pencil was then produced. Mr. 
Kiedzieck testified concerning these crisped 
fragments that he missed certain letters from 
his father and friends in Germany and a Little 
note-book. He said he found the crisps in the 
kitchen stove the day after the murder and 
identified one of the letters by the handwriting 
of bis father on it. The note-book and pencil 
were his too 

No,“ asked State’s-Attorney Grinnell, did 
not one of the letters you received from your 
father contain a warning against Mulkowski 
and his sister? Did it not advise you to be- 
ware of them because they intended to do you 
harm?“ 

The letters must speak for themselves, 
put in Mr. Byam, therefore I object.“ 

The objection was overruled and the witness 
answered: Yes.” 

Cross-examined: Kledzieck said he met his 
wife in Germany when she was 16 years old, 
and he married ber after she came to America. 
His stepmother left ber husband and came 
here, and witness found her living with August 
Stecphing on Larrabee street and caused the 
arrest of both. Kledzieck's father knew the 
disposinon of the defendant and Joseph Kied- 
zieck s stepmother, Mulkowski’s sweetheart, 
for he is the husband of Mulkowski's sister. 
It is said the old man Kiedzieck was afraid of 
Mulkowski and his paramour. 

Christopher Hendricks, who lives at No. 1736 
North Asbiand avenue, a laboring man, testi- 
fied that he iived at No. 190 Southport avenue 
Aug. 22d last, policeman Renz, bis landiord, 
living underneath him. Aug. 20, between 5 
and 6a. m., the witness saw Mulkowski sitting 
on a curbstone on the side of the street farthest 
from bis house and diagonally across from it. 
Witness lived in the first house north of 
Kiedzieck’s, and Mulkowski sat for about an 


thought, at him. Witness had occasion to go 
6 he walked close to Mulkowski 
to take a good look at him, but neither spoke. 
He wore whitish pants. The witness then left 
the chair to scrutinize the prisoner's pants, 
and concluded that the color was somewhat 
whiter now than when the man sat on ‘the curb- 
stone, adding that his pants were not very 
clean then. He wore a hat, ana had a mus- 
tache, but no spectacies. He had never seen 
him before and did not know him then. 

As court was about to adjourn Judge Shep- 
ard announced that it might be necessary to 
hold nicht sessions to relieve the jury from the 
necessity of going over with the case into the 
week after next. There are a great many wit- 
nesses and nearly all will testify through the 
medium of translation. > 


THE REVENUE COMMISSION. 
MR. BONNEY'S PLAN FOR CARKYING OUT THE 

NEW CODE—OTHER SUGGESTIONS. 

The State Revenue Commission held its last 
session in this city yesterday, and ad§ourned 
to meet at Springfield next Tuesday. C. C. 
Bonney appeared before the committee and 
submitted a series of resolutions, in the form 
of amendments to the statutes, providing that 
the administration of the new Revenue act 
shall be under the supervision of the State 
Board created by it, and that all questions of 
law arising under it shall come within the juris- 
diction of County Courts. The most impor- 
tant provision is that whenever the County 

or other municipal authority shall 
have determined that any public build- 
ings or other work is necessary, said 
board or authority shall present the 
proposed contract to the County Court, accom- 
panied by a sbort petition, showing a compli- 
ance with the laws applicable thereto, and 
praying leave to execute such contract. And 
thereupon the court shall fix a return ‘day and 
enter a rule to show cause, if any there be, 
why such leave should not be given, and shall 
cause public notice to be given thereof rf 
On the return day of the rule, amy person inter- 
ested, as a taxpayer or otherwise, may show 
cause, if any he have, why the vroposed con- 
tract should be rejected or modified in whole 
or in part. The matter shall be heard ina 
summary way, and the parties may be exam- 
ined on oath, and such order and direc- 
tion shail be entered thereon us the nature of 
the case sbail seem to ae ee ee 
When any payment shall be claimed under any 
such contract the claim or account thereof 
shall be presented to the County Court, with a 
short petition stating how the alleged right 
thereto has acorued.“ Under this petition the 
proceedings shall be the same as under the 
first one. 

The Circuit Court in each county or any 
Judge thereof to whom application may be 
made shall at least once in each year appoint 
three fit persons as examiners, to examine, in- 
quire into, and report to the court whether the 
public revenues within the county have been 
collected, kept, and disbursed according to 
law.“ And upon the filmg of each report sim- 
ilar proceedings shall be had to determine its 
correctness and redress any wrongs created, 
and the court may direct the State’s-Attorney 
to commence proceedings to that end. The 
resolutions were ordered printed. 

James Wadaworth of Hyde Park addressed 
the commission on revenue reform in general. 
He said there was not a man in the State who 
assessed property at its fair cash value, as re- 
quired by law. Persons having property in 
different counties or towns often suffered great 
injustice from the different rates of valuation. 
He proposed a tax upon the earnings of real 
estate and upon income in general, instead of 
on the supposed cash value of property. 

Sec. 162 was amended so as to instruct col- 
lectors to receive taxes on any part of any lot 
or piece of real estate on a written statement 
of the Assessor specifying the part and its 
valuation. As the section now standsit is only 
required that a particular specification of the 
part be furnished.” 

163 was entirely remodeled in accord- 
ance with changes made before. In case a tax- 
receipt is lost it was provided that the entry on 
the Collector’s books should be considered 
prima facie evidence of payment. 

By an amendment ta Sec. 169 a penalty of 
$25 for each day was attached to the failure of 
Collectors to return their books and make 
final settlement after March 10, or such day 
thereafter as the County Treasurer may pre- 
viously appoint. 

177 received an addition making all 
taxes payable from Dec. 20 of the same year. 
A motion by Mr. Thomas to allow a rebate of 
2% percent on all taxes paid before Feb. 1 
and add 1 per cent interest per month after 
that time was lost and the time for the begin- 
ning of interest on the taxes left as heretofore, 
that is, May 1. 

THE UNDERWRITERS PROPOSITIONS. 

Following are the propositions made by the 
underwriters to the commission, which were 
not fully given yesterday: 

First—That any system of taxation provided by 
the commission relating to insurance companies 
should not require them to pay a tax on their 
logses; or, rather, that in taxing receipts losses 
should first be deducted and the tax, if any, be laid 
upon the remainder. 

Second— That tne tax required to be paid into the 
Treasury of the State should be lieu of all other 
forms of taxation, except taxes on property. 

Third—That such tax shouldbe paid in one sum 
and for the calendar year. 

Fourth—That the proposed section of the new 
revenue code by which companies would be re- 
quired to file a schedule of all policies issued and 
make an exhibit of the premium paid by each 
party insured should be omitted on account of its 
exceedingly burdensome character. 

Fifth—That some provision should be devised 
for reaching companies that transact business in 
the State illegally by refusing to comply with the 
State law, and thereby defraud the State of its 
revenue and escape other expenses to which com- 
panies are subject which transact their business 
legitimately. 


UNCLE SAM’S DOMAIN. 
PROMOTIONS AND APPOINTMENTS. 

J. A. Nowak was yesterday appointed Wharf 
Examiner and assigned to the Appraiser's of- 
fice by Collector Seeberger. The object of his 
appointment is to procure the appraisement of 
invoices on the docks at which they are un- 
loaded, and thereby save the trouble and ex- 
pense of cartage to the Appraiser’s office. Col- 
lector Seeberger also ordered the tollowimg ad- 
ditional appointments and promotions: H. L. 
Saxe, to be file clerk at a salary of $1,000; E. 
F. Glennon, warehouse clerk at $1,200 per 
year, promoted to be import clerk at $1,300; 
Oliver E. Fagin, file clerk at $1,000, promoted 
to be warehouse clerk at $1,200; R. H. McClel- 
lan, file clerk, promoted to be assistant ware- 
house clerk at $1,200 per annum. 

A FRACTIOUS CARRIER. 

William J. Skerrett was appointed substi- 
tute carrier Sept. 21, 1885, and entered at once 
upon the discharge of his duties. Yesterday 
morning he made his appearance in the Post- 
Office proper considerably under the “ infiu- 
ence.”’ Officer Ebersold arrested him and 
locked him upinthe armory. Last evening 
Postmaster Judd issued a special order direct- 
ing the discharge of a number of carriers and 
Skerrett's name ied ail the rest. The 
remaining unfortunates who received 
tickets of leave were Christian Peters, 
Joshua Hill, and B. F. Huson. A. H. Loucks, 
also carrier, tendered his resignation to engage 
in. business more congenial and lucrative. 
John 8. Gibbons, a clerk in the registry divis- 
ion, and Thomas Morrissey alsoresigned. Their 
resignations were ull accepted.

SECOND DAY'S SESSION OF THE REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF THE NEW CHURCH. 


The Illinois Association of Swedenborgians 
met again yesterday fhorning. In addition to 
those mentioned yesterday the Revs. Stephen 
Wood of Lost Nation, Ia., and 8. H. Spencer of 
Henry, III., are now in attendance. 

The annual sermon was delivered at 11 
o'clock by the Rev. L. P. Mercer. He endeav- 
ored to show the great necessity that the New 
Church should have a clear line of doctrine in 
order to become a spiritual power. A reveia- 
tion is needed to make the reception of divine 
truth possible, and the New Church, baving had 


such a revelation, should make these doctrines 
a part of its personal and spiritual life. 

In the afternoon a report of the Swedenborg 
Reading Circle was presented, showing a mem- 
bersbip of sixty in Chicago. There has lately 
been a circle formed at Englewood of twenty 
members. Following this report, the Rev. Mr. 
Mercer spoke at length regarding the mission- 
ary work he had done during the last year. 

An important report was read by the Presi- 
dent from the Rev. E. C. Bostock, pastor of 
the two Chicago societies on the North and 
West Sides, announcing their consolidation 
and the fact that they had recently united with 
the Pennsylvania Church, which is another 
Swedenborgian Society, differing from the Ill 
nois Association mainly in external forms of 
worship. 

Treasurer Northrup of the Illinois Associa- 
tion then read his anaual report, which was 
followed by reports of ministerial work in III. 
nois, Wisconsin, and lowa. The conservator 
of the property of the association made his 
report. Communications were then read from 
isolated believers in the faith of Swedenborg, 
and then a committee was appointed to nom- 
inate officers for the coming year, the election 
to be held this morning. The Hon. J. Young 
Scammon opened the discussion upon The 
Needs of the Church in the West.“ He dwelt 
upon the organization and constitution of the 
church in this part of the country. Hs growth 
and prosperity were very great until the break- 
ing out of the late War. The progress of the 
church was also retarded by the great 
Chicago fire. Since then a period of 
new activity has been experienced. Mr. 
Scammon advocated a new Northwestern 
Church Union, with the centre at Chicago. 
This should be the great centre of distribution, 
he said, with a book-store containing all the 
publications of the church. In closing Mr. 
Scammon urged the necessity of doing some- 
thing for the university at Urbana, O., and for 
the extension of the church in the Northwest. 
President L. P. Mercer followed Mr. Scam- 
mon, and heartily indorsed his remarks. J. P. 
Brown of Cleveland, O., presented the ideas of 
the Ohio Association, coinciding with the views 
of Mr. Scammon. Mr. Brown advocated the 
estabiishment of New Church colleges. 

The Rev. S. C. Eby of St. Louis said that 
there was a feeling in the St. Louis society 
favoring a union with the Illinois Association, 
and he took upon himself the authority of pe- 
titioning the association on the part of the St. 
Louis society for membership. 

The rev. Frank Sewell, President of Urbana 
University, said that it had a large endowment, 
and did not need assistance. He asked that 
the church in the Northwest should use the 
university more, and send it additional stu- 
dents. i 

Mr. C. C. Bonney of Chicago presented the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That this association do invite the mem- 
bers of the New Church in so-called Northwestern 
States, and the State of Missouri, and those ad- 
jacent thereto, to assemble in congress in this 
house at such a time as may be fixed upon by the 
President of this association, and then and there 
consider the state of the New Church in this part 
of the country, and particularly the means by 
which its influence can be extended in all the de- 
partments of life. 

The resolution was seconded, but on motéon 
of the Hon. J. FT. Scammon consideration was 
postponed until today: The conference then 
adjourned. 

Last evening a social meeting was held in the 
lecture-room of the church. 


THE CITIZENS’ LEAGUE. 

WHAT IS BEING DONE BY THIS SOCIETY. 

General Agent Andrew Paxton of the Citi- 
zens’ League has presented his October re- 
port, showing that dfiring the month 110 
saloonkeepers were prosecuted on 199 charges 
of selling liquor to minors, keeping disorderly 
houses, permitting minors to play games in 
their saloons, and selling liquor to persons in 
the babit of getting intoxicated. These were 
disposed of by the Justices as follows: Fined, 
124; held to the Criminal Court, 15; non-suits 
taken by the agents, 22; continued, 38. There 


were 405 witnesses against the offenders, and 
the fines imposed amounted to $1,981. He says 
the interest in the work of the league 1s grow- 
ing, not only in IIlinois but all over the coun- 
try. Since the last meeting he had visited 
Ripon, Wis., where he organized a league which 
commenced work m earnest, and with a good 
prospect of success. He attended two meet- 
ings at Lake View, and a Citizens’ League has 
been fully organized, an agent appointed, and 
work has already commenced. By special in- 
vitatiop he will visit Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 12 ana 
13, and address a union mass-meeting, the cal! 
for which is signed by over 200 of the best 
men in the State. After organizing a Citizens’ 
Law and Order League at Lincoln he will 
visit Omaha and organize a league in that city. 
Nov. 21 and 22 he will visit Lafayette, Ind., at 
the invitation of the Ministerial Association of 
that city, hold meetings Saturday and Sunday, 
and organize a Citizens’ League. A great 
many other places have sent for documents 
and information, which have been duly for- 
warded, : 

About two weeks ago a woman named Har- 
rison, who lived at No. 169 Eagle street, was 
arrested for giving liquor to minors. The evi- 
dence showed that she enticed four little 
giris, none of them over l4years of age, into 
her house, gave them beer and whisky, made 
them drunk, and then brought men in to de- 
bauch them. She was mptly found guilty 
on two charges, fing 00 and costs on one and 
held to the Crimiua Court under $300 bonds by 
Justice R. H. White. Failmg to pay the fine 
or give bonds she was committed to the County 
Jail, where she will remain until the fine and 
costs are fully paid. During the 
last three days the following offend- 
ing saloonkeepers have been prosecuted: 
A. Gross, No. 199 South Desplaines street, 
charged with selling liquor to drunkards, let 
off on payment of costs by Justice Hammer. 
Mrs. L. Sebold, No. 125 West Van Buren street, 
charged with selling liquor to druypkards, found 
guilty, and fined $20 and costs by Justice Ham- 
mer. Peter Koch, No. 148 West Van Buren 
street, charged with selling liquor to drunk- 
ards, fined $20 and costs by Justice Hammer. 
Bob Blanton, Stewart and Archer avenues, 
and Mrs. Blanton, both charged with selling 
liquor to drunkards, were fined $20 and costs 
each by Justice Hammer. Charles Sissman, 
No. 279 Clark street, three charges—sell- 
ing to minors, allowing minors to play 
pool in his saioon, und keeping 
a disorderly house—was found guilty 
and held to the Criminal Court under bonds of 
$1,000 by Justice Meech.

Hausburg, in company of Frank, the man who 
was doing the mason work on the house, went 
to the office of Wah! Bros. and presented the 
order. Hyman, the cashier, drew a check on 
the Merchants’ Loan & Trust Company. By 
mistake, however, the body of the check was 
drawn for $2,000, although the figures in the 
lower corner were correctly written. Haus- 
burg took the check, and, while his frend 
Frank waited for him in a shop near by, went 
to the bank for his money. The check required 
no identification. Frank W. Smith, the casb- 
ier—at present the cashier of the Corn Ex- 
change—took the check, noticed the discrep- 
ancy between the figures and the written 
amount, and in order to make them arree 
wrote 2,000 above the figures 200. He says 
that be paid Hausburg $2,000 and entered the 
check in bis books as paid for that amonnt. 
Hausburg stoutly maintains that he received 
but $200, which he paid over to Frauk the 
next day.

The Second Volume of Andreas’ His- 
tory of Chicago—Upton. on the 
Standard Operas. 


‘Higginson’s History of the United States 
The Science of Busines Rolig- 
ious Works. 


Mr. William Hepworth Dixon has acquired 
literary fame, not only as editor of the London 
Atheneum, but asa writer of biographies 
first of Howard, the philantHropist; then of 
William Penn, the founder of Pennsylvania; 
then of Admiral Robert Blake, the founder of 
Engiand’s naval supremacy; and then of Lord 
Bacon, the father of the inductive method in 
philosophy. In the last-mentioned work he 


| undertook the task—in which he did not achieve 


a signa! success—of vindicating Lord Bacon's 


memory from the charges of corrupuon which 


have always adbered to it. To prove Bacon 
innocent something more was necessary than 
to prove that Coke, bis great rival, was cuilty. 

In “Her Majesty's Tower,” Mr. Dixon ap- 
peary still as a writer of biographies, or of 
brief yet graphic historical sketches. This 
work was first published in England about fif- 
teen years ago, The present American reprint is 
from the seventh London edition, In his preface 
the author epeaks of bis work as a book of 
identificatons.”’ It would be better described 
as a collection of bistorical pictures, in which 
the Towerof London always appears as the 
central object, and in which the chie! perron- 
ages are those who suffered imprisonment or 
death within that Tower, and those who di- 
rectly or indirectly procured their incarcera- 
tiou. Mr. Dixon does not indeed adbere 
strictly, as he could not wisely, to his text, the 
Tower. He follows out of it people who were 
once in it, and he filis up some of his chapters 
with people who were never init. But his 
main purpose is to throw light into the gioomy 
cella of this most anc.ent and most poetic 
pile in Burope,’’ where languisbed and suf- 
fered many of Eugland's noblest heroes and 
heroines, whose sufferinge and whose char- 
acters.he graphically sketches, The Tower 
self is described as u mass of ramparts, 
walls, and gates. 

Even as to length of days the Tower has no rival 


among palaces and prisons—ite origin, like that of 


the liiad, that of the Sphinx, that of the Newton 
Stone, being lost in the nebulous ages Jong before 
our detinit history took shape. Old writers date it 
from the days of Cwsar—a legend taken ap by 
Shakspeare and the pvets, in favor of which the 
name of Cosar's Tower remains in popular use to 
this very day. A Roman wall can even yet be 
traced near some parts of the ditch, The Tower is 
mentioned in the Saxon Chronicle, and a Saxon 
stronghoiad may have stood upon this spot. The 
bulidings as we have them now in block and plan 
were commenced by William the Conqueror, and 
the series of apartments in Cesar's Tower were 
built in the early Norman reigns and used as a royal 
residence by all our Norman Kings. What can Eu- 
rope sbow to compare aguinst such a tale? 

Set agninst the Tower of London, with its 800 
years of historic life, its 1,900 years of traditional 
fame, all other palaces und prisons appear like 
things of an hour. The oldest bit of pal- 
ace in Europe—that of the west iront of the 
Burg in Vienna, is of the time of Henry the Third. 
The Kremlin in Moscew, the Doge's Palazzo in 
Venice, are ot the fourteenth century. The Seraglio 
in Stamboul was built by Mohammed the Second. 
The oldest part of the Vatican was commenced by 
Borgia, whose name it bears. The old Louvre was 
commenced in the reign of Henry the Eighth; the 
Tuileries in that of Einabeth. In the time of our 
civil war Versaliles was yet aswamp. The Es- 
curial belongs to the seventeenth century [a mis- 
take, for it was bull: by Philip II. and was begun in 
1563]. Sans Souci to the eighteenth. The Serail 
of Jerusalem is a Turkish cdifica “lhe palaces of 
Athens, of Cairo, of Teheran are all of modern 
date. 

-Eotering this ancient pile we come upon the 
stage where was enacted “the story of a 
nation’s higbest sp'endor, its deepest misery, 
and its darkest shame. The soll beneath 
your feet is richer in blood than many a great 
battle-fleld; or out upon this god bas Geen 
poured, from generation to generation, a 
stream of the noblest life in our land. Should 
you have come to this spot alone in the early 
day, when the Tower is noisy with martial 
doings, you may baply catch in the bum 
which rises from the ditch and issues from the 
wall below you, broken by roll of drum, by 
blast of bugie, by tramp of soldiers, some 
echoes, as it were, of a far-off time-—.ome hints 
of a May-day revel, of a state execution, of a 
royalentry. You may catch gome sound which 
recails the thrym of a Queen's virgiaal. the cry 
of a victim on the rack, the laughter of a bridal 
feast. For all these sights and sounds—the 


dance of love and the dance of death—are part 
of that gay and tragic memory which clings 
around the Tower.“ 

The larger part of Mr. Dixon's first volume 
is devoted to the distinguished people who 
were imprisoned in the Tower during the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. Among these are Tuomas 
Howard, Matthew Stuart, Sir Walter Ruleigh, 
Robert Devereux, the second Earl ot Essex. 
Henry Percy, Earl of Northumberland, Bishop 
Leslie, and Edmund and Artbur Pole, nephews 
of Cardinai Pole. That Queen Elizabeth was a 
ruler of great ability and of great courage 
there is no doubt; but that she abberred biood- 
shed and detested persecution, as Mr. Dixon 
contends, is not quite so clear. She was, in- 
deed, vastly more tolerant as a P:otestant 
than was her sister, the Bloody Mary,” as a 
Catbolic; but her character was disfigured by 
many unwomaniy faults, such as inconsist- 
ency, deceit, and heart.esness. 

In the collecuon and arrangement of the 
materials for his work Mr. Dixon does not fol- 
low historical order. He seidom gives dates. 
He arranges his incidents under the headings 
of the various parts of the Tower where they 
occurred, such as St. Thomas’ Tower, the 
White Tower, Beauchamp Tower, the Bloody 
Tower. In his analysis of character he is gen- 
His estimate, 
for instance, of the cause of Cranmer’s unman- 
ly weakness is both just and generous. It was 
bis flesh rather than his spirit that failed. 
** Nothing in his cours of life led any one to 
suspect that he feared to dle. Upto the very 
hour of his arrest in Council his conduct bad 
been stout; ior, knowing bow Queen Mary 
loathed him, he did not talter; and, hearing of 
her murch on London, he did not fly. What 
hindered dim from passing into France? This 
he refused, thougb urged by his fr ends to do 
so. He would remain and meet his fate. The 
only excuse that can be made for Cranmer is 
that bis flesh was frail; that he was greatly 
tr.ed; that his dental was drawn from bim, as 
it were, on the rack. When he tound the Queen 
obdurate be withdrew his denial and met his 
death like a martyr. Peace to his soul!“ 

The sketch of the great career of Sir Walter 
Raleigh, and of his death by the executioner’s 
ax, which is given in these volumes, consti- 
tutes one of the finest passages in them. Ra- 
leigh’s name is one of the most renowned and 
att active in English history. His mind was 
ot remarkable strength and versatiiity. He 
combined a reflective and philosophical with a 
highly imaginative and poetical temperament. 
He was an uncompromising and powertul ene- 
my of Spain; and, in each of the four several 
times when be was imprisoned in the Tower, 
where be was at last beheaded, oe was not 
the pr.soner of his country, but the prisoner 
of Spam. In Raleigh's day Spain's influence 
was commanding among the nations, and ber 
influeuce was unreientingly bostlle against Eu- 
gland—against her religion, ber commerce, 
ber liberty, and her law. Spain was 
always openly fighting or secretly piot- 
ting against England, Whose ships she drove 
from the ocean, whose merchants ebe shut out 
from the Levant, and whose discontented sub- 
jects, as in Ireland. she was always ready to 
aid in their rebeilions. The day therefore 
when Raleigh’s bead rolled from the biock was 
a ead and butter day for Engiisbmen, but a day 
of delir.ous joy for the partisans Of Spain. 
Their victory, however, was not enduring. In 
a passage worthy of Macaviay Mr. Dixon de- 
scribes the ultimatetriumph of Raleigh's ideas 
and policies: 

Yet the victory was not to Spain, A higher 
power than mun’s directs the course of a nation’s 
life. The death of a nero is not a failure, for the 
martyr’s blood is stronger than a thousand swords. 
The day of Raleigh's death wus the day of a new 
English birth. Eliot was not the only youth of 
ardent soul who stood by the scaffold in Paiace- 
Yard’ to note the matchiess spirit in which the mar- 
tyr met his fate, and walk away from that solemnity 
anewman. Thousands of men in every part of 
England who had lead a careless life became from 
that very hourthe sleepless enemies of Spain. 
The purposes of Raleigh were accomplished in the 
very way which his genius had contrived, Spain 
held the dominion of the sea, and England took it 
from her. Spain excluded England from the New 
World, and the genius of that New World is En-

might be equal to that of the wicked woman 
whom he was to make his wife. Overbury’s 
opposition to the match brought upon him the 
wrath of this Jezebel, and she and her lord 
Ahab conspired against him and caused his 
imprisonment in the Tower, where they pro- 
cured bis death by poison. They were sus 
pected, arrested, and cast into the Tower. 
Just eight years earlier, on the same day, in 
the same chapel, before the same King and 
Queen, in presence of nea: ly all the same lords 
and lud ies. with the same officiating Bishop, 


the young lady, then a fair and innocent child, 


had been married to the young and handsome 
Earl of Essex. Two years later that brilliant 
throng was scattered to the winds. The hero 
and heroine of that day, now man and wife, 
with their passions chilled, their spirits broken, 
their lives torfeited, were ly ing ia the Tower, a 
b:ckering and unbappy pair, conscious of their 
tall and eager to impute their ruin to each 
other’s crime. Lady Somerset now condemned 
her low-born husband; Lord Somerset now ab- 
borred his wicked wife.“ iney were con- 
demned to die, but they were pardoned by the 
They left the Bloody Tower together, 
going forth to spend the last ears of their 
lives in poverty, in loneiiness, in mutual 
scorn.” : 

Mr. Dixon justly exonerates the Catholic 
Church from the odium of the Gunpowder Pict. 
To ascribe it to the Catholic clergy and la ty is 
a greater error even than to ascribe it co King 
James as some did. This diabolical plot of polit- 
ical murder was the work of a ſew pe verts trom 
the English or Protestant Chu cn to the Cath- 
olic. The Catholics condemned it. It was not 
even, properly speaking, a Jesuit crime, thougu 
there were members o that order who ap- 
proved it. All the men who contrived and 
prepared, and many of those who sanctioned, 
thisscheme of assasination were of Protest- 
ant birth, apostates from their early faith, and 
“with the moody weakness which is an apos- 
tate’s inspiration and his curse.“ The plot 
was an expression—the last desperate effort— 
of the Spanish coaspiracy against English law 
and Eugland's Protestant faith. In tne history 
of it, as vividly told by Mr. Dixon, men o. im- 
morte! renown appear upon the canvas side by 
side with men of monstrous iniamy, while the 
dark shades of mystery are made to seem 
darker still by the lurid light of hideous fa- 
naticism. 


The character of the First James, wh'ch bas 


often been giossed over by historical writers, 
is here described in terms which ure not more 
severe than they are true. He was a coward, 
spending bis life in one long spusm of 
personal tear. He fainted at the s ght 
of au drawn sword, and trembied when 
guns were fired in saiute. He had no tender- 
ness of heart, and was so fond OF seeing pain 
that he more than once went to the Tower for 
the purpose of feasting hig. eyes on broken 
jomts and quivering flesh. His caurt was un- 
speakably corrupt. An 
the finest ladies to wear their prices, so to 
speak, upon their sieeves. A royal closet un- 
clean with the litter and language of a keanel; 
galleries besieged by gamesters, pensioners, 
and jades: ante-cbambers choked by sorcer- 
ers, poisonera, ano pimps; a garden waiked by 
bravoes ready for any service, however foul 
and dark, that stood beyond the hangman's 
reach; with a bald and febrile man of middle 
ege presiding. over the dice and drink, tne sale 
and cozenage.’” 

A p oture with colors not less dark and fear- 
ful is that in wuich tue last days of the monster 
Jeffreys spent in the Tower are described: 
No food willi pass his stomach; ony sack, bot 
sack, and br » will go down. No skill can 
save him fora publicdeath, One day hecraves 
a little fish—a salmon, once his :avorit food; 
but Nature will not answer his call. Hedroops 
and faints; bis mind gives way; he gulps more 
liquor; and, his fleah being .weil-nigh wasted 
frum his bones, be drinks more brandy, shivers 
in his bed, and dies. 

These extracts 
Dixon's style as 
and his power in interpreting character 
and in describing events. In general history 
the necessity of compression in narrating 
events, and of considering and explaining their 
remoter causes, 80 as to reveal great principies 
in human action, makes it always difficult to 
give an a‘r of reality and ot living interest to 
past scenes and characters. Mr. Dixon eas:ly 
overcomes this difficulty. His pages are always 
instinct with lite. His style, it too muen like 
perpetual staccato in music to be altogether 
agreeable,’ is yet lively and vivid. Hs work is 
more than entertaining—it is fascinating. It 
is idustrated with various views of the Tower, 
and with some forty portraits of distinguished 
persons, and is provided with a full index.

THE HISTORY OF CHICAGO. 

Tne second of the three volumes of the His- 
tory of Chicugo bas just been issued. It cor- 
ers the period from 1857 to 1871. It is 800 
pages long, and has a lot of pictures—tbat is, 
jt is profusely illustrated. It contains a num- 
ber of lives of Chicagoans of wore or less 
prominence, all written in the kindliest spirit, 
and calculated to impress the outside world 
with the belief that the businese-men of this 
city need nothing but short wings and long 
night-shirts to de even as the angels. Owing 
to this festure of the work the publishers are 
assured of a certain sale, and the ponderous 
tome will figure as the ornament of muny cen- 
tre-tables, each copy obe aum with suspicious 
ease at just that place where tbe proprietor of 
the centre-table is described as a wh te-souled, 
clean-handed, representative business-man of 
this great metropolis. No doubt rivals who are 
not in the book willi talk, in their vulgar way, 
of so much a line, and will say that this part 
of the history at least was written by the only 
man who never dragged a fraiity to the light 
nor trod upon a singie Gorn—the great Puff. 

But the preface says otherwise. It states 
that the mighty volume was the work of A. T. 
Andreas, with the A. T. Andreas Company as 
publishers. This is a chartered stock com- 
pany, organized for the purpose of faciiitating 
the writing of the history of Chicago. This 
style of doing business may seem strange to 
the people Down East and across the water, 
but pernaps there is nothing out of the way in 
it. It astock company can furnish water to 
those who thirst,wby cannot it furnish in! orma- 
tion to those who bunger therefor? Is it de- 
sired to start a bank, to build a railway, or 
work amine? An aggregation of capital does 
it better than individual enterprise. The same 
thing must be true when it comes to writing 
history. Hence, this jgint-stock company; aud 
so, if any Chicagoan wants to bea bistorian 
and stand on a plane with Band oft and Mot- 
ley, all he bas to do is to buy some sbares in 
tow history compuny, and there be 16. The 
advantages of corporate enterprise are shown 
right bere. Who imagines that any one 
man could have pruted 800 pages 
on the events of fourteen v ears! 
He might perhaps bave put the whole history 
into 300 pages of one volume, where we now 
have three volumes of 800 each. In the pres- 
ence of such a mass of literature where are 
the puny efforts of Thucydides, of Macaulay, 
or even of the ponderous Gibbon? Imagine 
the result f this com y, or any otber, sets 
at the history of the United States on the same 
pian! Every man who owns a copy will bave 
to buiid a hall to hold it. But, large as this 
second volume is, it ran the risk of being big- 
ger. There is a passage in the preface on tunis 
subject, which should be given, espoc ally as 
it h such an excellent illustration of * English 
as she should not be writ. It may be a mis 
take, but it is almost certain that the band 
wbich penned the followmg | nes has comp wed 
many a circus poster, and elaborated the stud- 
horse bills tor some Megatherian, Mastodonic 
Combination.

But the ordinary 
reader is more anxious to learn why it is that 
by an inexorable law all railroads head tor Chi- 
cago, as all roads lead to Rome; and why it is 
that, without any exertion on the part of Chi- 
cagoans, no voting of bonds, no granting of 
subsidies, and in the face of bribes demanded 
by Aldermen, all lines have seen that they 
ended nowhere unless they ended here. These 
are the things one cares to know, and would 
giadly get in exchange for the long lists of ail 
the secret soc eties, and the sketches of the 
hotels, and the lives of the doctors and school- 
teachers. 

This is enough to show wherein this dock is 
faulty, and to show that its defects are incura- 
ble. It 16 big, like the Great Eastern, and, 
like it, a failure, No doubt there are peop.e 
here who think that quantity and qual ty are 


one, and who will be mighty p eased with the 
fact that Chicago bas now a bigger uistory- 


book than New York, Boston, Phiiadeipbia, 
and other Eastern cities which are all the war 
from 100 to 200 years older.

HIGGINSON’S LARGER- HISTORY OF THES 
UNITED STATES. 
Somes years ago Thomus Wentworth 
son wrote a ** Young Foiks’ History of the 
United States, which met with a fair measure 
of favor. That work be bas now amplified and 
expanded till it has come to be a good-sized 
volume of 400-odd pages, profusely and well 
fliustrated with portraits, maps, and pictures, 
The history starts with the Mound-Builide:s 
and closes at the end of President Jackson's 
second term—the reason given for stopping at 
that point bing that che Anti-Slavery agitation 


with the close of the Civil War. 

Higginseon's writings, the book is an interest- 
ing one, and may be read with profit 
and pleasure by old and young. He has made 
the most and the best of the romance of the 
early history cf this country, and 

time has not wandered off trustfully into the 
land of fable. He bas sought to be fair on all 
disputed questions, and bas measurably suc- 
ceeded therein, There area few slight errors 
in the book—some perbaps chargeable to the 
proof-reader and others to the writer.

AS an indication in this direction the 
architect, or the builder who unites archi- 
tecture with building, should know whether 
the building is to be a basement or a bark 
barn, and in the latter case the rise and fall of 
the situation from front to rear of the barn, 
and whether stone or brick is to be used in the 
basement. For the foundation, of course, 
stone must be used, and it is better that the 
basement story itself should be of stone. The 
architect should also be informed how much 
stock is to be kept, and the numbers of each 
class of stock. Then, again, the amount of 
hay, sheaf grain, straw, and other fodder to be 
stored should be carefully estimated, and also 
the capacity of feed bins for the several classes 
of grain, bran, and other provender. In rela- 
tion to live stock, ju the case of cattie, it must 
be stated whether they are to be kept 
in regular stalls, as in the case 
of. blooded stock, or merely on floors 
with gutters for manure and other waste be- 
hind. In this case the relative numbers of the 
several ages of cattie should be stated, since 
the size of the auimal must determine the 
length of the floor or ständmg-place.

HYDE PARK LEADS. 

In the five years that have elapsed since the 
general census Hyde Park has greatly out- 
stripped all the other suburbs. It has beaten 
its rather ambitious rival, Lake township, 
which was ahead of it in 1880, and which is 
nearly equal to it in area. The growth has 
been most marked nearest the city, but it has 
been very large also in the outlying portions, 
several new and enterprising communities— 
like Pullman, Hegewisch, and Cummings—being 
growths of recent years. Hyde-Parkers are 
wont to boust that their village,“ containing 
nearly forty-nine square miles, is the largest 
in the world in area. It is now, perhaps, the 
largest village in point of population, It is, 
in fact, made up of several villages. Accord- 
ing to the reports made to the County Superin- 
tendent of Schools recently Hyde Park Centre 
has & population of 10,983; Pulman, 1,078; 
South Chicago, 11,827; Cummings, 1. 110; Rose- 
land, 1,329; Oakland, about 5,000 (this is esti- 
mated); and the total population in June was 
42.879. There is no doubt that it is now 45,000. 
It was but 15,716 in 1881. During the fall and 
summer nearly 300 substantial dwellings have 
been erected in the village in the district im- 
mediately south of tae city limits. On Oak 
wood boulevard alone over forty houses have 
been put up. In Pullman and South Chicagoa 
number of. new residences have been built. 
Extensive buildmg operations are in contem- 
plation in all parts of the village, especialiy 
along the boulevards, for 1886.

An agricultural contemporary says: “A 
pond is not good to grow eranberries in; they 
require running water to grow in.“ OCranber- 
ries neither grow in runoing nor still water. 
Cranberry marshes, as they are called, are 
flooded in winter and at other times for sbort 
periods, also to keep back inflorescence when 
necessary to ward off frost, and also sometimes 
during drouths. 

Persian, daimation, buback, and the other 
powders the base of which is pyrethrum, so 
widely advertised for destroying insect life, 
being at the same time not injurious to the 
health of lung-bréeathing animais, are being 
used less and less on account of aduiterations 
somewhat widely practiced by firms who ciaim 
to put them up epeciaily for use. 

The dealer or cultivator who tells you he bas 
a variety of pear blight proof, a plum curculio 
proof, an upple that borers will not attack, or.

be looked on as littie better than a common 
swiodler. There are differences in hardiness, 
liability to disease, and in partial exemption 
from insect enemies, mildew, etc., in varieties, 
but absolute exemption there is not.

English advices report a sharp decline in 
draft horses there, in consequence of the for- 
eign demand for first-class breeding stock hav- 
tar fallen of.

STOCK NOTES AND EXPERIENCE. 

In using cold dips for scab and other skin 
diseases ot sheep, unless the dipping 1s done in 
athorough manner the solution will not pene- 
trate close, compact wool and reach all the 
parasites On the skin, owing to the dirt and 
other matter in the wool 

Rabbits are this year again to havea place 
in the Crystal Palace show in London, Nov. 16 
to 19. The principal classes are divided as fol- 
lows: Lops, 2; Belgian hares, 2; Silver-grays, 
2; browns and creams, 1 each; Dutch, 4; 
Angoras, 1; Himalayans, 8; litters, 2. The

Mr. H. H. Stoddard says, to kill lice on fowls, 
pigeons, and sous birds, or fleas on cats and 
dogs, dust pyrethrum powder well down to the 
skin OG every part of the animal. To apply it 
to a sitting ben, disturb her slightly when on 
the nest at night, causing her to bristle up her 
teathers, when the powder may be sprinkled 
over every part of her head, neck, sides, and 
back, and by ecattering it all over the nest and 
eggs it will be brought into contact with the 
hen’s under parts also. 


There are 22,000 Cattle Club Jersey cows and 
heifers inthis country, and not over 10,000 cows 
on the Island of Jersey. The cows to buy, then, 
are those bred in the United. States. The Na- 
tional Cattle-Growers’ Association, ft is defin- 
itly deterniined, will be represented at their 
convention in Chicago Nov. 17 and 18 by regu- 
larly-appointed delegates from twenty-two 
States and Territories, and the Governors of 
Other States and Territories have signified their 
intention to make appointments in time for the 
convention. 

The smoky-faced Montgomeries, cattle now 
rare in England, are said to be liable to become 
extinct from the dispersion of the only pedi- 
greed herd extant. They are said to have been 
used by one of the Tompkins family, a noted 
Hereford breeder, to increase the fiesh points 
of his verd. From a half-acozen choice Moat- 
gomery cows lined by pure Hereford bulls he 
produced the cattle called smoky-faced Here- 
fords; but by crossing back with pure Here- 
ford bulls the smoky-face has been lost or 
nearly so. It is now a rare occurence, says the 
Live-Stock Journal of London, to see in any of 
the noted Hereford herds an animal with even 
a ** blatch’’ in bis face.

10,097 against 725 in 1881. The growth of this 
suburb has been steady. Itis likely to con- 
tinue. The residents are employed mostly in 
the city. Lots are sold at a moderate price. 
Nearly all of the buildings are of wood. The 
street-car facilities are not as good as they might 
be, but they are being improved. Building 
operations are active, The population is largely 
foreign, the Germans aad Scandinavians being 
the predominant element,. The other and more 
pretentious villages of the townsh!p—like Irving 
Park, Norwood Park, and Montrose—have not 
increased according to expectation—probably 
owing to the heavy taxation brought about by 
loose management of the public schools there, 


OTHER TOWNS. 

Cicero has doubled its population, which was 
5.182 in 1881. In June of this yeur it was 
10,699. The principal villages of the township, 
Austin and Oak Park, have made good progress. 
Austin’s population bas in four years increased 
from 1,359 to 2.954, and Oak Park from 1,888 to 
8,117. The portion of the township adjoining 
Chicago is not being built up as fast as the por- 
tions of the other townsitips connected with the 
city. There is considerable building at Oak 
Park just now. and some at Austin. 

The population of Evanston TownshIp bas in- 
ereased from 6,703 in 1881 to 9,198 in June. The 
increase has been mostly at Evanston and 
South Evanston. Proviso, which contains the 
villages of Harlem and Maywood, has increased 
from 3,009 to 4,284; Lemont from 3,798 to 5,490; 
New Trier, including Glencoe and Winnetka, 
from 2,228 to 2,751. Calumet has nearly doubled 
its population. Thornton has largely increased 
also.

Mr. Senne’s report was favorably received, 
but Mr. Kiebm, Chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee, insisted that some provision ought to 
be made for repairing the crambiing Court- 
House, and he said that at least $50,000 would 
be required for that purpose. Commissioner 
Wren favored Klehm's suggestion. President 
Ochs said he was in favor of repairing the 
Court-House, but he didn’t see how the money 
could be spare ing to Mr. Senne’s fig- 
uring, which he thought was correct.

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| HOUSES AND HOMES. | 


Advice to Those About to Build— Halls 
Fire-Places—Avoid Base- 
ment Houses. 


Some Useful Hints on Furnishing and In- 
terior Decoration What a Moderate 


Outlay Will Do. 


Why may not a house be beautiful as well as 
ugly? is a question I often ask myself as I look 
at the long rows of unvarying houses in almost 
any city or village I ride through. Give us 
money enough, answer the architects, and we 
will give you beauty; but even with a lavish 
Outiay of money this result is seldom achieved. 
Certainly some of the ugliest buildings I have 
ever seen have been built at a vast expense, 
and some of the most attractive were 


comparatively. inexpensive. The fact is 
that we tire of a beautiful de 
sigo when we see it repeated to 

infinity, as is apt to be the case in a city 
where the same architects and builders do the 
most of the work. 

Riding through a Western city one day with 
a friend whose susceptibilities were easily out- 
raged, he exciaimed: “I sbould like to take 
the architects who planned these houses and 
hang them in one ong monotonous row just 
like their houses, Its the best use they oan be 
put to.“ And while we may not all be of quite 
sp sanguinary a disposition as my friend, I 
think that the most of us have our little private 
grudge against the arebitects and builders who 
show 80 little originality of conception and 
variety of treatment in our buildings. It does 
strike an ordinary mortal wo bas never been 
initiated info the mysteries of building a house 
that one might oceasionally have an individual 
tower, or peak, or gable, dormer-windov, 
portico, or balustrade, even in a house bulit 
with a moderate outlay. But I suppose this is 
an architectural heresy, and that I should soon 
have it eliminated from my constitution if I 
should undertake to convince a builder of its 
truth. 

WHAT A HOUSE SHOULD BE. 

But no matter how beautiful our bouse 
might be, it would soon cease to be beautiful 
if there were long rows of them constructed 
in our streets. Even the Queen Anne cottages 
of Mr. Conway’s model city would grow some- 
what wearisome in time, I fear. A house 
should have some individuality, should give 
us some true idea of its owner, should look 
like bim. All should not be cast in one mold. 
Some will then be solid, substantial, plain, 
but well-built and excellent in their way. 
Some will have lightness, coziness, grace. 
some will be a little fantastic, but 
eharming because charasteristic. Some 
will be precise, elegant. every stone polished. 
Some will dave surprises, reveiations, and 
breathe an air ot romance. But this individ- 
uality will never be attained if you give your 
architect carte and tell him to build 
you a bouse. A man must put his mind, yea, 
bis soul, into his house if he vould have it 
seem beautiful and harmoniousto him. And 
it is not a matter of email importance, as many 
seem to think, what kind ot houses we build 
and live in. Exterior beauty giaddens and re- 
fines the hearts of our neighbors, is perbaps 
of more importance'to them than to us, but 
interior beauty is of the first importance 

only to the pléasure of ourselves and fam- 
fies but really to their refinement and im- 
provement. Ode beautiful cottage in an ugly 
and commonplace village is really valuable as 
an educator and as a source of gratification to 
the esthetic tastes of the people. This bouse 
which shall so gladden a whole street may be 
either large or small, according to means and 
taste. A great many of those which I tave 
myself seen have been smali—dainty, delicate, 
complete, but real cottages, made for the sim- 
ple needs of small families of moderate means. 

A small house can just as well be beautiful 

uns ugly—just as well please the eye as harrow 
it—if only the essential element of good taste 
has been incorporated into it. Because it is 
small and cheap there is no need that it shall 
be ill-proportioned, looking more like a pen 
than a bouse, painted to a startling white, and 
with no relief of dormer-window, porch, or 
Daicony. Let it be small. if necessary, but 
have a graceful, well-pitched root — which roof, 
as Ruskin truly says, gives character to the 
whole touse: ict it dave shapely win- 
Gows with pretty 
littie over the 
sarily expensive ones, but something of 
graceful shape that vines can run over; bave 
a bay-window, and look well to the shape of it; 
then paint it prettily in some ot the new tints, 
two or three of them, and every one will say, 
“What a pretty little piace.” The neighbor 
across the way, who built his bouse without 
brains, may have spent twice the money and 
no one will ever say the same of it. 
GROWING IN BEAUTY. 

But a beautiful bouse usually grows and is 
not made. You add to it, change it, beautify 
it year by year. As you live in it you learn its 

its adaptabilities, 


a bay-window there, or build a little 
sunset porch yonder, just where yon 
have learned that you wanted it, and alter 
many years it comes to perfection if it is not 
marred by careless meddiing. And if any of 
“my readers have bad such a house as this de- 
scend to them—a house which time sas mei- 
lowed as it does old wine, and which repre- 
sents the characters of two or three genera- 
tions of ancestry—ilet me beg of them to value 
it beyond price, and to let no hankering after 
the new and raw interfere with the enjoyment 
of such a treasure. The great trouble

FOR THE CHILDREN. 


Where it is at ali practicable it is desirable 
that each child, as it grows older, shal! have a 
room to itself, where individual taste may be 
indulged, where nobody is permitted to med- 
die with the treasures there collected. Does 
one like flowers and plants, she should have a 
sunny window and be encou to raise 
them for her own pleasure. } another 
want birds, let his room contain them and let 
bim theré attend upon them himeeif. Does 
one want nothing but books, give him some 
sheives and a pretty desk, a dicuonary-bolder, 
and a waste-basket, and ict bim keep every- 
thing to his own mind, within his especial 
sanctum. Is there a boy who wants a work- 
shop, do your best to improvise one in garret 
or woodshed where he may be absolute master, 
and cultivate his original tastes with no fear of 
the housemaid before his eyes. 

I think the advantages of these suggestions 
will make themselves apparent to most minds 
upou a httle consideration, and it is really not 
so hard athing to accomplish as many would 
think, if only some things which are not really 
essential be put out of mind in considering the 
question of how to make the best and most 
beautiful home we can for our families. 

I think we all know houses where the best 
rooms are always kept#hut up for the very 
occasional guests, and where it is not con- 
sidered of much importance where and bow 
the children are lodged. A little thought 
wisely bestowed upon this point would be of 
advantage to many families. 

A pleasant and, if possible, a roomy dining- 
room should oceupy the sunny side ot every 
house. Let there be vines and plants here. 
Let the light all come in from one side; let the 
walls be of some of the medium tones of neu- 
trai coiors, the woodwork rich and dark, and 
the turniture heavy and solid. Have one or 
two bits of bright color here, in pictures or 
hangings, and give everything plenty of light. 

USEFUL AS WELL AS ORNAMENTAL. 

I have not left much space either in my 
article or my house for the pariors. But if we 
can afford it, let us have one or two handsome 
rooms where we can collect all that we have of 
best and richest, and not only keep them for 
the benefit of our friends but of our families. 
If we can have two rooms, let us furnish one 
for a library and music room, and sitting-room, 
100, for there is no greater mistake made in 
the ordering of a home than that of piling all 
the books, and music, and pictures of a house 
into a room and then shutting that room up, 
except to pay it ah occasional visit. Let us 
have low, book-cases all around the room, 
if we have so many books; if not, on 
one or two sides have an ie upright 
piauo in a corner, hang our best p.ctures bere, 
and put here our coziest chairs. Let us have 
an open fire, too, by allmeans. Hang rich, 
heavy curtains bere in winter at doors and 
windows, and have thisfor our evening room, 
wherever else we may spend theday. The par- 
lor proper is of much less fmportance, though 
bere, too, there should be shown am individual 
taste, and not a servile following of existing 
Oftentimes the two rooms may be 
bappily combined in one large and handsome 
apartment, with only a curtained alcove at the 
back, where one member of the family can 
take her individual friend when the rest is oc- 
cupied, or where one may sit apart from the 
rest if he so chooses. 


INTERIOR DECORATIONS. 


When we come to decorating and furnisbing 
our house we shall see much that we shall wish 
to copy., and much which we must, at any 
peril, avoid. What 1 said of the unattractive- 
ness of many expensive houses is more true of 
the furnishing of many houses. Some houses 
are really beautiful when but little money hae 
been spent, and some are essentially vulgar 
and ugly when a great deal bas been used. The 
chief thing is to have all harmonious, and in 
tints and shadings which will not tire us, 
and of which we should not tire 
in a few months, The walle sbould 
never be a biaze of gilt, as bas been too much 
the case these latter years. Although since 
the Eastiake furor wull-papers and house-fur- 
nishings have been much improved, in some 
eases there has been too much gilt, and In oth- 
ers the house has been made sombre by too 
much bronze and olive green. But painters 
and paper-hangers should always be selected 
with the greatest care, and the most unweary- 
ing watch be kept upon them, or some barbar- 
isms of coloring will be sure to be perpetrated, 
A house which is a symphony of color througb- 
out, or even througlout separate rooms, 
is a beautiful house, let it be what 
it may in every other respect, 
When walls, ceilmgs, woodwork, and floors, or 
carpets adapt themselves to each other and to 
tne light, then you have a harmonious and, of 
course, a beautiful room. Don't bang the 
walis with pictures aud bric-&-brac until it 
looks like an artist's show-room or a print- 
shop. Have a few good pictures—the very 


best that you can afford—bave them hung in 


good lights; otherwise all their merits will be 
eclipsed if not lost, and usualiy on a fine, 
sombre color—and then resist every tempta- 
tion to add anything of lesser value to your 
collection. The flood of cheap pictures 
which has come in with tho 
art craze in this country nas filed 
most houses with a large number of pictures 
which should be at once made over to the 
gardener or wasberwoman. Have one Or two 
old-line engravings, two or three fine etchings, 
a photograph or two of old pictures, and, if 
rich enough to bave good ones, two or three 
fine ‘paintings. But let no chromos vulgarize 
your walls; let no family photographs, for 
which there is no good place that I am 
acquainted with, eitherin the beavens above, 
or in the earth beneath, or in the waters under 
the earth, provoke to unseemly mirth or 
expletive your waiting friends; let no 
amateur paintings by your best friend 
or dearest love spread their dreadful 
lengths upon your walls, unless it be in bed- 
room or boudoir, where you may like them 
for friendship’s sake, and where they win not 
permanently injure your friends’ tastes or 
tempers. During the last few years some 
things almost good have been done by ama- 
tours in the way of flower pieces and little bite 
of still life, but when it comes to landscapes. 
and especially to portraits, let us remember 
the words of Holmes: 

Nature sometimes makes us up 

Of such sad odds and ends, 

it really would be quite as well 

Hushed up among one’s friends. 

Have a piece of statuary and a bust or two, 
always of somebody who was worthy of being 
carved, but by no means a neous col- 
lection of images. A little china, ii rare or 
oid, is fine, but don't make your parlor into a 
crockery store. Andforbear the hanging of 
siikk banners with impossible pictures painted 
upon them upon all your doors, and the spread- 
ing of multitudtnous mats and tidies upon 
every available spot, from garret to celiar, 
where they can be of no conceivable use. 

Ornaments should have at least the appear- 
ance of use in domestic economy as weil as in 
architecture. A little old brass here or there 
may be effective if ekillfully used. and delicate, 
slender vases for loose, long-stemmed flowers, 
er cryetal bowls for roses, would refine the 
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characteristics. 

home has an advantage over the grander in 
all that is reully indispensable in a home. I 
can bardly imagine anything less bomelike 
than the grand Vanderbilt mansion, with its 
different show-rooms furnished in all the dif- 
ferent styles of peopies and times far apart, 
which cannot possibly be blended into a dar- 
monious whole. Who would wish to live 
among its glass show-cases containing curi- 
osities from all parts of the earth? The court 
osities may be rare and valgable—doubtiess 
they are so—but one would as soon live 
in a bazaar. A glass show-case would 
turn the finest home into a curiosity-shop, 
would instantly remove all trace of bome feel- 
ing, and make one think that be was either ex- 
hibited or exhibiting. This is true of vast 
collections of books, and even of too great a 
supply of pictures. Who wishes to feel like 
the custodian of a gallery or the cicerone of a 
show-piace? Herein is the finest charm of 
bomes of moderate outlay: there is as much of 
art and beauty as one can enjoy, and not 
enough to burden or oppress. Such houses 
are influitly more attractive than those where 
too much money has called for too great dis- 
play. 

And let none of my readers of moderate 
means despair of lovely and picturesque ef- 
tects, both in outward appearance and inner 
decoration of their homes, if they are but will- 
ing to give to it a little thoughtful attention 
and study—to observe the best models which 
may be within their reach, to put a little pa- 
tience to the achievement of desirable results, 
and to repress inhumanly, if it must be inhu- 
many to be effectively, every prompting which 
may come to them from the barbaric tastes of 
their forefathers towards the pronounced, the 
staring, and the gaudy, whether it be in out- 
ward or inward decoration. 


THE CROPS, 


CORN IS BEING RAPIDLY MARKETED—GROW- 
ING WHEAT WAS NEVER IN BETTER CON- 
DITION—BIG APPLE YIELDS—GENEKAL 
NOTES. 

Torono, III., Nov. 6.—{8pecial.|—The corn- 
husking in this part of the State is not disap- 
potating the farmers, as some of the croakers 
predicted it would. It is a very indifferent 
field that does not make forty busbels per acre, 
and the yield ranges from that up to ninety 
bushes. Shippers in this part of the State pay 
from 20 to 25 cents and feeders from 25 to 30 
cents, taking seventy-five to eighty pounds per 
bushel. The grasshoppers prevented the farm- 
ers from sowing wheat until so late that the 
acreage, though intended to be large, is, in 
fact, smaller tbd@n for several years, It 
is growing finely, and the stand is 
good. Potatoes have made a remarkable 
growth, and the country is full of them. As high 
as 450 bushels per acre are reported, a single 
specimen weighing two pounds and ten ounces, 
and another measuring twenty-six inches in 
circumference one way and eleven inches the 
other. There has been no market here for 
them up to the last few days, but they are now 
moving at 20 to 25 cents per busbel. All kinds 
of vegetables have made a wonderful growth 
this season. F. R. Ringler of Edgar County 
has growa aradish over two feet. in length 
and one foot iu circumference. 

The Commissionefs in charge of the Illinois 
exhibit at the New Orleans Exposition will in- 
clade a number of the finest specimens from 
the products of this part ofthe State in their 
display. 

Farmers through this part of the State are 
experiencing great difficulty in Keeping their 
drain-tiles open. Rabbits, muskrats, and 
other animais frequentiy crowd themselves 
from larger into smaller tiles, from which they 
are unable to extricate themselves. The roots 
of trees and weeds growing over or near ti es 
also cause a great deal of trouble by entering 
at the joints and forming inside a great fibrous 
mass and obstructing the flow of water. It 
often bappens that a whoie string of tile has te 
be taken up to find and remove the ovstruc 
tion. 

PARIS. III., Nov. 6.—{Special.]}—An interview 
with two prominent farmers iroal the northern 
part of this county gives the following report: 
One of these farmers is now gathering the corn 
on his place, and he says the average for one 
part is sixty-two busbele, while the balance 
will yield between tifty and sixty bushels and 
of unsurpassed quality. The other farmer bus 
one field of 470 acres, without an open ditch 
in it, and this will average sixty bushels to the 
acre. Their opinion is that taking the county 
throughout the yield this season will be fifty 
busbeis to the acre. They claim that the corn 
growing near the mulberry grove in this coun- 
ty is the finest corn in this country. Wheat is 
looking fue with good prospects. Corn is bring- 
ing 25 cents per bushel. 

EFFrinGuam, III., Nov. 6.--[Special.]—The 
crop of winter apples is large in this county, 
although a large proportion is unsound. 
Thirty car-loads have been shipped from this 
place during the fall, and large shipments have 
been made from other points in the county. 
Thousands of bushels yet remain in the or- 
cherds or stored awar, waiting for a market. 

HILLSsORO, III., Nov, 6.—[Special.]—Corn is 
now being gathered rapidly, and farmers are 
marketing it freely. Locai dealers are paying 
25 cents per bushel for the new crop. 
yield will be about fifty bushels to the acre. 
The quality is better than it has ‘been for sev- 
eral years. Commission dealers say that about 
all of the old corn bas been weeded out. 

GALENA, III., Nov. 6.—([Speciai.}|—Corn-pick- 
ing and corn-husking is the order among the 
farmers of this section at the present time. 
About half the crop hes been gatherea up so 
far. Opinions vary as to the yield, some main- 
taining that it is considerably greater than 
that of last year, while others insist that it is 
not up to the average either in quantity or 
quality. . 

MatToon, III., Nov. 6.—[Speeial.— Heavy 
rains have fallen during the present week 
making corn-fields muddy and impassable. No 
corn has cousequently been gathered, and that 
left in the fleld will certainly be injured ty the 
wet. There is considerable down corn thus 
affected. Wheat-fields look fresh and vigor- 
ous. The crop has not been injured by the 


Hessian fly. 
Nov. 6-—(Special.]— The 


CENTRALIA, III., 
wheat-fields through the county look promis- 
ing. A good rain at an opportune time gave it 
a good start with a deep root. Notwithstanding- 
the unprofitable experience of this year in the 
growing of strawberries severai thousand dollars 
will be spent in the near future ia placing the 
plants in good order for next year. They are 
now jooking fine, and wili be covered up in 
fine order. 

WABASH, Ind., Nov. 6.—[Special.}—The corn 
crop in this county is being gathered rapidiy. 
Both in quantity and quality the yield is su 
perior to that of auy season for several years 
past. But few hogs are bemg tattened for the 
tall market in this section. The extraordinarily 
low price which pork commande will reduce 
the product in this and adjacent counties 
fuily 50 per cent. The growing wheat is in 
splendid condition, and with a reasonably fa- 
vorabie winter the crop next summer will far 
exceed that of this. , 

Burra.o, N. V., Nov. 6.—{Special. |—The ap- 
vie crop of Niagara County this year is esti- 
mated at 800,000 barrels, the largest yield ever 
known. The fruit is of excellent quality. The 
average price is about $1.35 8 barrel. Out of 
this has to come the price of the barrel, leav- 
ing the net price of the fruit about 81 a barrel. 
Many are holding their fruit for a raise in 
pr.ces, and the storehouses are ful. The 
largest crop is on the farm of Bert Van Horn, 
which consists of 5,000 barrels. William B. Cor- 
win has 2,500 barrels from fourteen acres. 
There are a great many people who have crops 
of 1,000 barrels. The splendid crop of appias 
will fully compensate the loss of the potato 
crop, which is practically a failute. 

SaLissury, Conn.. Nov. 6.—Appiés in this 
Vicinity are so plentiful that they are rotting 
on the ground.

How a Popular Sport Came to Be 
Enjoyed in England and 
America. 


Growth of Chicago Clubs and Records 
of Their Crack Wheelmen— 
Hard to Beat. 


Sketches of Some Leading Spirits in the 
'Oycling Movement Numerous 
Prigss. 


There is probably no form of sport or pas- 
time that has enjoyed witbin the same length 
of time a greater stride toward popular favor 
in this country than that of wheeling. Tho 
rapid growth of bicycling in America is shown 
by the establishment of such wheeling organi- 
gations as now exist in Boston, New York, 
Washington, Springfield (Mass.), Hartford 
(Conn.). C d. Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis, 
and 0 sash ot other cities throughout the 
countey; The number of wheels in use 
bas increased from almost nothing in 
1876 to nearly 380,000 in 1885, and 
the annual race meetings of the larger clubs 
attract competitors not only from ali wheeling 
centres in this country, but from England, 
Scotiand, and Irelaad. Although wheeling was 
first inaugurated at the time of the velocipede 
craze of 1865 or thereabouts, it was not until 
the Opening of the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia that a new and improved machine 
made its appearance in the Ariel.“ It came 
from Coventry, Engiand, and has since gone 
out of style and date, but served to excite the 
admiration of all who had before taken any 
interest in velocipeding, Its exhibit was fol- 
lowed by its rapid sale, and within the next 
year or two it became plainly evident that the 
bicyclé was to cut no small figure in Amer- 
ican sports. It had meantime been mak- 
ing its way to popular favor in England, 
and the demand for improved wheels became 
80 great that Coventry grew in population and 
manufacturing importance, until now it is 
given over entirely to the manufacture of the 
“silent steed.“ and ite entire population of 
30,000 souls are more or less dependent for their 
existence upon the success of its bicycling 
manufacturing establishments. 

The tricycle came into use soon after the 
popular.ty of the bicycle was assured, and 
these are largely employed in Engiand and 
Scotland, today in the delivery of par- 
cels, milk, groceries, and the vending of 
merchandise of different kinds. Puarcel-deliv- 
ering companies use them extensively as seen 
in the accompanying cut, and milkmen trav- 
erse their routes with a ten-gallon can carried 
in the same way. 
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Country physicians bave abandoned the sad- 
die-bag and cab for the bike or trike; busineas- 
men have adopted them as less expensive to 
maintain and less dangerous to life and limb 
than the road horse and side-bar; the English 
giriWho used fo think it the thing to ariseefor 
an early spin of a mile or twoina pair of big 
flat-heeled, ungainly walking-shoes now 
mounts her tricycle, sociable or single, and 
wheels her three or five mi es over the country 
roads with a vigor and sense of reai enjoy- 
ment that bring the true glow of health to her 
cheeks. 
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AMERICAN PROGRESS. 
The use of the wheel in this country was 


most stubbornly fought, at the time of its in- 


troduction, by legislative and all other means 
which those who were opposed to it could em- 
ploy. In every large city where cyciing clubs 
were organized the Council was implored to 
enact such laws as would exc!ude wheelmen or 
rather their machines from the streets and 
public highways. The plea was oftenest found- 
ed upon the assertion that the machines had a 
terrorizing effect upon carriage teams, and 
were consequently a source of danger to the 
public. Now it is of rare occurrence that 
such an argument is ever used by the 
most zealous opponents of the pastime, 
Wheelmen in Chicago will remember the fight 
they were compelied to make in this same con- 
nection, but today they are happy in their 
right to pedal their machines wherever a horse 
may be driven. 

Boston is today the foremost city in the 
country in the number of its wheelmen, with 
New York, Washington, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
and St. Louis, following in the order named. 


CYCLING IN CHICAGO. 

Cycling in Chicago dates back to 1879, when 
the Chicago Bicycle Club was organized with 
nine members—viz.: Fred H. Browne and John 
H. Blow (now dead), John M. Fairfield, Alex. 
W. McCiure, George D. Hoffman, Edwin F. 
Brown, Dr. Generous, L. Henderson, and Bur- 

B. Ayers. The membership of the 
bas steadily increased [trom year 
until now it nambers over 
eighty. Other wheeling Organizations 
have since sprung into existence, in the 
Dearborn Cyciing Ciub with twenty-tive 
members, the Hermes Club with twenty-eight 
members, the Owl Club with twenty-three, 
and the Aolus Club with eighteen members. 
The first named is the largest and most im- 
portant of all the organizations, and its club- 
house on Michigan avenue is the recognized 
rendezvous ior all South Side wheeimen. In 
addition to these clubs is the Chicago Ricyclie 
Track Association, of which Mr. T. Z. Cowles is 
President. The association was organ zed last 
spring, and, through arrangements with Presi- 
dent A. G. Spalding of the Chicago Ball Clud, 
laid a quarter-mile racing track at the ball 
park which iu point of construction is second 
to none in the country. interesting race 
mectings, in which the crack amateure and 
professionals of the country heve participated, 
have been beld upon the track this season, and 
many others promise to follow. 
LOCAL CELEBRITIES. 

Among the zealous workers in wheeling in- 
terests in Chicago is John Oliver Blake, who in 
1883 was elected to the office of Chief Consul of 
the Iilinois Division of the League of American 
Wheelmen, and bas since held this position. At 
the last meeting of the Chicago Club he was 
chosen its President. The suecessfui organisa- 
tion of the Dearborn Bicycling Club was brought 
about mainly through his efforts. He is also a 
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Oregon, Michigan, Nebraska, ano Nevada. 
Mr. Blake nas been selected 


place in Chicago during the last three years, 
both professional and amateur, and his decis- 
ions have, without any marked exception, 
proved satisfactory to all concerned, 


There is probably no wheelman in Chicago 
who will not readily admit that Van Sicklen is 
the crack of local amateur wheeimen. He made 
bis firet appearance as a racing man Feb. 22, 
1883, riding that duy in a three-mile handicap 
race, but, like all beginners, dashed off at a hot 
pace and pumped bimself out before che race 
was finished, and lost. He then came to the 
front at Pullman May 30, winning a one-mile 
soratoh from Valentine, E. and G. Mehring, 
and others. July 4, at the same place, he won 
the two and five mile handicaps, starting from 
scratch in the former and receiving twenty sec- 
onds in the latter, over Conkling. Sept. 1 be 
scored a Victory over Bennett in a mile-heat 
race at Grenier’s Garden track, his time being 
3:23 on an eleven-lap track. Dec. 15 be won 
the twenty-five mile championship of the Chi- 
cago Club. Dee. 29 he won the one and ten- 
mile races at Battery D Armory. At Pullman, 
May 30, Van Sicklen beat Hammil in two 
races. July 1 be won the one-mile club cham- 
pionsbip from Conkling, and three-mile open 
from Philbrick. At Rockford and Woodstock 
he won seven first prizes in two days, and was 
then treated to a number of defeats by Nichol- 
son of Minneapolis, Conkling, rhilbrick, and 
Hammi! of Chicago at Bushnell and Rockford. 
Christmas last he more than recovered his lost 
record by defeating George Weber, P. Stone, 
J. S. Rodgers, and severai others bandily. As 
no other man would cohsent to represent Chi- 
engo at the St. Louis meet May 23, 1885, he 
went there, although in no condition, as be 
claims, to do Chicago or himself justice, not 
having trained for the occasion at all. Not- 
withstanding these drawbacks he ran third in 
the mile heats to Stone (deceased) and Weber, 
his time being 2:48, and second to Weber in the 
five-mile, and won the 3:15 class race in 2:55. 
Later in the spring he won six straight races 
from Knapp, who turned the tables on him, 
however, at the late meet. At the league meet, 
Buffalo, July 3, he won the taree-mile open 
race against a very strong fleid, including We- 
ber, Rich, Clarke, and others. July 26 at the 
races bere he won the one-mile club champion- 
ship, in heats, from Hamm, Van riding 
with a badly-sprained ankle. At the 
meet here Oct. 16 and 17 he won the 
five-mile bicycle and one-mile tricycie races 
for State championships. He has won the five- 
mile championship of the Northwest, which he 
now holds. and has also won two trials for the 
Pope Cup Prize. Last summer, in a twenty-five- 
mile ride, he broke the then existing records for. 
eighteen to twenty-five miles, inclusive. As a 
racing man he has a splendid record—having 
won thirty-seven first prizes and eight second. 
In 1884 be was awarded the long distunce road 
medal of the Chicago Club, riding 5,078 miles 
during the year. Until recently he was State 
Consul of the C. T. C., and is now captain of 
the Chicago Bicycie Club, chairman of the III. 
nois Division Racing Board L. A. W., and Sec 
retary and Treasurer of the Chicago Bicycle 
Track Association. 


L. W. Conk ing was one of the first to stride 
the wheel in Chicago. He has always taken a 
prominent part in wheeling matters, and bas 
held at one time and another nearly every 
Office in the Chicago Bicycie Club. He is now 
lliinois Chief Consul of the Cyclists’ Touring 
Club, Vice-President of the Chicago Bicycle 
Track Association, and a member of the Racing 
Board of the Illinois Division League of 
American Wheelmen. He enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the first rider of a sixty-inch 
wheel west of Boston, and of being the first 
racing man of any note hailing from Chicago. 
He began his career as a racer at the Central 
Park track in June, 1881, where be was an easy 
winner. His next appegrance was as a represen- 
tative of the Chicago Bicycie Club in the great 
fifty-mile team race at Louisville in February, 
1882, where, through lack of opportunity for 
training, be was defeated. In 1882 he won 
both the long and short distance champion- 
ships of the Chicago Bicycle Club, and in 1883 
the short-distance championship and the half- 
mile open beats at Buriington, Ia., besides 
running a close second to the late Cola Stone at 
Peoria. In 1884 he won the one-quarter-mile 
dash at Marengo in the best time ior this dis- 
tance ever made in the West, but was forced 
to second place by Van Sicklen in the cham- 
plonship race at Chicago.

‘OVERSUPPLY AND PRODUCTION, 

The heaviness and decline of late in the cop- 
per market have excited inquiry as to the gov- 
ernig causes. Chili bars, the standard grade 
at London, have been down to £39.5a., and in- 
as much as American and other déliveries in 
the United Kingdom are governed as to price 
by the quotation of Chili bars, the prices on 
contract from tbig country in particular bave 
been low and the outcome has been dissatisfac- 
tion and a variety of comment, The best lake 
copper sells at New York to home maau- 
facturers at 11 cents per pound, Arizona and 
Montana brands at 10% cents. Heavy pur- 
chases in America on contract for export, the 
price to be governed by that for Chili bars, 
soon suggested 10 English speculators the ad- 
visability of depressing the South American 
product, and they were not slow to act on it. 
In the United States the ieading Lake Superior 
com panies, notably the Hecla & Calumet and 
the Quincy Companies, have been stated to be 
able, from facilities possessed, to meet the ex- 
isting situation without material loss if with 
no great profit. Whether the Arizona and 
Montana mines can continue to withstand the 
strain on them is to outsiders an open ques- 
tion. The known supply and demand of cop- 
per in sight leave no doubt of the fact that 
there has been an overproduction, so-caligd, 
and that some producers will have to 
cheok operations. Chiian exports to 
Sept. 30. includmg chartered copper, 
amount to 382,400 tons (fine) as compared 
with 384,000 tons in a like period in 1884, 
33,670 tons in 1883, 88,800 tons In 1882, and 
30,170 tons in 1881. Meanwhile Chilian stocks 
Oct. 1 were 33,887 tons, agaiast 38,323 tons one 
month ago, Sept. 1, and as Compared with 22,516 
tons Oct. 1, 1884. The total visibie supply of 
copper afloat for the United Kingdom Oct. 1 
(Chilian and other) was 57,593 tons, against 


@ 57,800 Sept. 1, and as compared with 42,100 tons 


Oct. 1, 1884. Meanwhile the quotation of Chili 
bars at London the Ist inst. was £40 108., as com- 
pared with £42 58. Sept. 1, 1885, and as against 
£54 78. 6d. Oct. 1, 1884. Tue New Quebrada 
Mines in Venezuela “are losing money; the 
Mansfeld Mine in Germany passed ita dividend 
last year; the mines of Spain may be able to 
pay the interest un their bunds, bat it is re- 
ported that there will be nothing left for a div- 
dend to the shareholders,” and Australia, 
Chili, and other countries are not any better 
off.“ With this in view, it looks as if a shut- 
down in one direction or another is inevitable. 
If Engiand and France bave 15,000 tons more 
copper than Oct. 1, 1884 (a total of 45,315 tons), 
the surplus being nearly all Chilian copper, this, 
together with the afloat Chilian, points to a 
surplus of nearly 20,000 tons of Chiliar copper, 
which, in turo, suggests that American and 
Spanish copper has crowded the South Amer- 
ican product out of use.

WasnixcTor, D. C., Nov. 6,—[Speeial. |—The 
Lieutenant-General bas finally selected his new 
gidee-de-camp. Capt, Sandford ©, Keilogg, 
Fifth Cavalry, and Capt. Stanhope E. Blunt. 
Ordnance Department, are the fortunate offi- 
cers. An order was issued by the Lieutenant- 
General late this afternoon announcing their 
appointments. Capt. Kellagg is now at Louls- 
ville, Ky., on leave of absence, baving recently 
returned there from France, where he went in 
en official capacity last spring to witness the 
maneuvres of the First and Second Corps of 
the French army. He bas been absent from 
bis regiment, which is now stationed at 
Fort Supply, I. T., for about a year. This 
js not his first staff duty, he buying served as 
an aide for several years to Gen. Thomas. 
Capt. Blunt is the Inspector of Rifle Practice at 
army headquarters, and since Capts. Davis and 
Gregory were relieved bas been performing 
practically the duties to which he is now legally 
assigned. In addition to bis new duties he 
will continue in charge of rifie-practice affairs. 
The appointments are in every way satisfactory 
to officers and officials bere, as both officers are 
considered worthy of the increased rank and 
pay attending the positions. 

CAPT. BEACH'S RESIGNATION. 

The only explanation that can be given at 
the War Department for the resignation of 
Capt. Warren C. Beach, BRieventh Infantry, is 
that bis recent marriage bas increased his 
finances to an extent which makes bis salary 
es an officer inthe army no longer an object. 
Previous to sending in nis resignation he bad 
applied for a short leave of absence, which was 
refused him on the ground that be had already 
been too well favored in that respect. Im- 
mediately upon the receipt of the depart- 
ment’s letter notifying bim that his request 
would not be granted, be forwarded his resig- 
nation, which was promptly accepted by the 


President. 
A GOOD DECISION FOR ENLISTED MEN. 
The enlisted men of the army will derive a 
good deal of satisfaction from that portion of 
the Adjutant-General’s annual report relating 
to the retirement law for soldiers. The lawon 
this subject permits soldiers to retire, after 
thirty years’ service, on three-fourths of their 
pay and allowances. The money value granted 
by the War Department under the word allow- 
ances has never been satisfactory to those re- 
tired. They are only allowed commutation for 
subsistence and clothing. In addition to 


these items, the men claim that there 
should also be an allowance for 
quarters, fuel, etc. It has deen very difficult 
to strike an average allowance for any of these 
articles, and in order to facilitate the prepara- 
tion of estimates and simplify the present sys- 
tem of payment, the Adjutant-General recom- 
mends to Congress the adoption of a new pay- 
table, which allows each the mean average 
commutation of allowances and fixes a gross 
sum as the total monthly pay of each class re- 
tired after thirty years’ service. Accord- 
ing to this table chief musicians of 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry will re- 
ceive $53.40 per month; Sergeant-Major 
and Quartermaster-Sergeant of Engineers, 
$12.95: Quartermaster-Serceants, Ordnance 
Sergeants, Commissary-Sergeants, Sergeants 
ot Engineers, and Serbeants of the Sjgnal 
Corps, $39.35: Sergeants of the Ordnance, 
$41.55; Hospital Stewards, $36.80: Sergeant- 
Majors of Cavalry, Artillery, and Infantry, 
and Quartermaster-Sergeants of Cavalry. Ar- 
tiliery, and Infantry, $33.15; Chief Trumpeters 
of Cavairy, principal musicians of artiliery ana 
infantry, Saddier Sergeants of Cavalry. light 
artillery, artillery, and infantry, $382.40; Cor- 
porais of Ordnance, $33.52: Corporals of En- 
gineers and of tne Bignal Corps, $30.85; 
privates of ordnauce, engineers, and of the 
signal corps of the first class, color sergeants 
of cavalry, artillery, and infantry, sergeant of 
cavalry, licht artillery and intautry, $28.53;

CaicaGgo, Nov. 6.—|Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Piease answer the following question in THE 
Tristne: Last election had to get an 
affidavit. I had that affidavit nearly made, 
when there comes one ticket peddier and pro- 
nounces, **I was a Republican, and for mat 
cause the clerk would not give me the affidavit, 
till I (for my luck) drew out of my pocket a 
Democratic ticket, and on a promise that I 
will vote that ticket he will fill out that paper.

Here ig another one. i live near limekilus 
and work in the Sixth Ward, and I would like 
to know what would be the proper step to take 
to get them out of here.

It is almost sixty feet deep, 
is full of water, runs about eighteen feet into 
Eighteenth street, and even a fence is not 
around it. About six chiidren have been 
drowned there already; two boys were taken 
out just in time to save them, and more mis- 
haps may be looked for. In summer time no 
decent people pass that place for shame, as it 
is full of boys and men up to 80 years of age 
bathing. Besides that, almost all the carcasses 
of dead dogs and cats, grocery-men and ped- 
diers’ rotten stuff, are thrown there. We went 
to Dr. De Wolf, banded him a petition of 250 
names, all rag ggg Aeon around that place. 
He sent us to Mr. McGann, and he promised 
they would do something to stop the nuisance. 
Winter is coming very fastand they have not 
had even one wagon of stuff dumped there yet. 
It is very strange in what position we are 
about the works. We have the privilege to 
get our children drowned, and sickness to 
spread around. All this can happen with Mr. 
Cullerton, our Alderman, who is the oldest 
and has almost the biggest power in the 
Council. And the lime works besides bave the 
privilege of breaking stone with dynamite and 
power. Once in a while comes a stone from 
there, into our houses, sometimes nearly kill- 
ing us, not falling two steps away. And the 
smoke is ashame for the city to allow. Some- 
times we can't see our bouses ten steps away 
for smoke, and nice smell it is too, vapor of 
the lime, and besides that they are burning 
manure when there is no shavings.

MORE BEER MONEY WANTED. 


UNCLE 8AM DISCOVERS THAT A MICHIGAN 
BREWING COMPANY EVADES THE REV- 
BNUE LAWS. 

Derrort, Mich., Nov. 6,—|S8pecial.]—Shortly 
after the change was made in the internal-rev- 
enue office here the Government was led to be- 
lieve that it was bemg heavily defrauded by 
one or more of the extensive breweries in 
Michigan. The information was given by dis- 
charged employés, who, in their anger, ac- 
cused their former employers of orookedness. 
The evidence against one of the largest brew- 
ing firms in the State was especially damaging. 
Government detectives were put upon the case 
and soou ascertained beyond doubt that quun- 
tities of beer were manufactured and sold 
from which the Government derived 
no. revenue, The evidence obtained 
went to show that one member of the 
firm ane one of its principal agents were alone 
responsible for the frauds and that all others 
interested were blameless in the matter. In 
view of these facts, and that innocent parties 
might not suffer through the loss of business 
and in commercial standing, the department 
recommended a settlement and stipulated the 
terms. It was an expensive evasion of the 
law, a large sum being d in settlement as 
due the Government. Tan TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent learned of this cage through one of 
the discharged employés referred to. Inquiry 
at the internal-revenue office has deen 
met with a statement that such charges, 
even if they were preferred, could not be made 
public unless they got into the courts. No 
better success attended the interviewug of 
special agents. Butthe men under suspicion 
had their confidants, and through the leaks 
thus made the full particulars were acquired. 
The name of the firm is witbheld for the same 
reason that induced clemency on the part of 
the Government. 


LAW-BREAKERS IN UNIFORM. 


CINCINNATI CURSED WITH A DISREPTUABLE 
POLICE FORCE. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 6.—[Special.]—-No city 
in the world can boast of such a reform police 
force as that of Cincinnati. There are mem- 
bers who are in league with prostitutes, many 
who nightly haunt the galoonsand dives of 
the city, and a majority whose efforts to tawart 
the ends of justice and decent government are 
appalling.

IOWA—MEETING OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 

Des MornEs, Ia., Nov. 6.—At the semi-annual 
meeting of the State Board of Health in this 
city today State Veterinarian Stalker reported 
that no infectious diseases of stock existed in 
the State except hbog-cholera and gianders. 
The former is extensively increasing and the 
latter is decreasing. In his opinion bog-cholera 
originates and ie propagated by contagion. 
The remedy is isolation and quarantine. The 
indications are that death ends the infective 
power of the disease. Observation shows that 
the disease is not contracted from dead an, 
mels, but by contact with livmg diseased au- 
mals. Rules were adopted for the prevention 
of the spread of contagious diseases in schools, 
which require previous vaccination of children 
before entering schools and the exclusion of 
all persons affected with diphtheria, measles, 
scariet-fever, or sma!l-pox until given a certifi- 
cate of beaith by the proper authorities, re- 
quiring teachers to give notice cf the appear- 
ance of any intectious disease among pupils, 
and for the disinfection of school- houses. 


A SUNKEN CIRCUS. 


THE DISASTROUS RESULT OF A STEAMBOAT 
COLLISION ON THE OHIO~TWO MEN AND 
SEVERAL VALUABLE HORSES DROWNED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 6.—A special from 

Lawrenceburg states that between 2 and 3 
o'clock this morning the steamers James W. 
Gaff and Mountain Girl collided near Spit Rock, 
two miles from Aurora, sinking the latter and 
carrying down toa watery grave two men and 
a number of horses. The Mountain Girl was 
leased by a portion of the John Robinson.sbow, 
traveling as a cheap-priced circus and variety 
coneern, It was exhibited at Lawrenceburg 
last night, and was on its way to Rising Sun 
when the disaster occurred. It was at first 
reported that seven persons were dpowned. 

CIN CI NR ATI, O., Nov. 6.—From’ the best in- 
formation that can be had from the circus peo- 
ple it now appears that John King of Cincin- 
nati and Richard Harrell of Lawrencebur¢e 
were drowned, Some of the men say they saw 
King in the water. Nobody can be found who 
saw Harrell, and it is therefore assumed that 
he is drowned. 

Capt. D. T. Thompson, who was in command 
of the Mountain Girl, was at the wheel when 
the boat started down the river. He teils the 
story of the accident in this way: “I started 
out to pilot the boat myself, but I was sick, 
having a kidney affection, and could not stand 
at the wheel. The mete, whose name is Smith, 
took my place, and I sat in the pilot-house 
with him. He bad no trouble, as the water 
was ample, and Smith handled the boat all 
right. I beard the Gaff whistle to pass to the 
right, which would put us on the Kentucky 
side of her in passing, and I noticed that Smith 
answered properly. I got up and looked and 
found the boats were about to pass all right. 
I sat down again, when I was astounded to bear 
three shrill whistles from the Gaff, which 
meant imminent danger. I sprang to 
the wheel and found that the Mountain 
Girl was apparently attempting to cross 
over to the Indiana or right side of the 
channel, and the Gaff was coming ful) head 
against her. I did my best to stop the engines, 
and did get perhaps two or three revolutions 
of the wheel for backing when the blow came. 
The Gaff’s bow struck in front of the boilers 
about thirty feet from our bow, and the crash 
broke in our bull so that we immediately took 
water. 1 turned the boat's head toward the 
Todiana shore and went as fast as I could, but 
we sunk in twelve feet of water. This brought 
the water about a foot above the cabin floor. 
The Gaff instantly came alongside, and, so far 
as I know, every body was safely taken otf and 
put upon the Gaff. Ido not believe anyboay 
was drowned. There was no occasion for 
drowning unless they Jumped overboard from 
fright. I think the two men missing are still 
with the Mountain Girl. I did not speak to 
Smith to ask him how the boat got turned 
across the Gaff’s bow.“ 

The Gaff arrived bere this morning with the 
men and women belonging to tne cireus, They 
number between thirty and forty. TWo are 
said to be missing, the canvasman and the 
lamp-lighter, but nobody could tell whether 
they were drowned or left in the confusion 
aboard the Mountain Girl. The circus lost ten 
very valuable trained horses and a number of 
snakes. The circus property is nearly all left 
on the boat, where it will be injured by water. 
Many of the people arrived here this morning 
without hats and shoes, and others without 
other articles of clothing. ; 

The Mountain Girl was a small up-river 
steamer, built for the Big Sandy trade, and 
was owned by the Big Sandy Packet Company. 
Sbe was valued at from $5,000 to $8,000. It is 
thought she can easily be raised. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 6.—The signal 
corps station at Smithville, N. C., reports as 
follows: 

American schooner Vapor, Capt. Chamber- 
lain, trom Philadelphia, Pa., to Wilmington, 
N. C., with coal, stranded on Cape Fear bar 
last night. The vessel is a total wreck, No 
lives lost. 


A DISASTROUS SLUMBER. 


IT CAUSES A $50,000 RAILROAD WRECK IN 
OHIO. 

AKRON, O., Nov. 6.—{Special.}—A disastrous 
railroad wreck occurred at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing in this city on the New York, Penusytvania 
& Ohio Railroad, in which three engines and 
two box-cars were almost completely demol- 
ished. E. B. Fenton, night operator at this 
station, fell asleep and let freight-train No. 34 
pass, having previously been instructed to 
hold the train until the return of the yard en- 
gine from the northeastern part of the city 
known as “Old Forge.” The freight was a 
double-header. The three eugineers and fire- 
men jumped for their lives, being enveloped in 
the steam and smoke of the boiling water and 
fire about them. No one was seriously burt. 
The loss is fully $50,000.

were sung in the French language to the old 
Huguenot tunes. The sermon was preached 
in Engiish by the Rev. J. Graves, M. A., Chap- 
lain in Ordinary to the Household at Kensing- 
ton Palace. Preaching from Genesis, XII., 14 
-, The Lord will provide (Dominus provide- 
bit)—the motto of the hospital, the reverend 
gentieman, referring to the event which they 
were met together to commemorate, said it 
was to keep alive the holy memory of 
such as those that they bad met on this 
bicentenary of the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes, and as they thought over the piteous 
events of those trying times they should 
pray that God might send into their hearts His 
spirit of peace. They should pray for the for- 
giveness of those who did the wrong and 
should try to follow the example of those 
brave souls who did not shrink from suffering 
go sadly and so sorely for conscience sake. 
The preacher then sketched tne history of the 
ne of the Huguenots, pointing out 

ow the bope that was revived in tnem by the 
Edict of Henry of Navarre was rudely sbat- 
tered by the action of Louis XIV. Thus 
France was deprived of the best and truest of 
ber sons, for the Huguenot was the most dili- 
gent tiller of the soil and cultivator of the 
vine, the most skillful workman, the most 
entervrising merchant, and was ever a man of 
his word. That misfortune of France, bow- 
ever, had been an unspeakable blessing for 
England and Scotland, not only in the improve- 
ment the Huguenots had brought about in our 
trades and manufactures, but also in the va- 
rious learued professions. 

In the afternoon at 8 o'clock a public meet- 
Ing was held at the Mansion House under the 
Presidency of the Lord Mayor. The meeting 
was organized by the General Committee of 
Confederate Churches of the Hugucnots of 
London, Canterbury, and Brichton, under the 
patronage of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Bishops of London, Exeter, Rochester, 
Peterborough, Liverpool, and Bedford, Lord 
Ebury, Sir Henry Peek, Mr. Alderman Staples 
(the Lord Mayor-elect), the Dean of Canter- 
bury, Sir Austen Layard, and other influential 
persons. The Egyptian Hali of the Mansion 
House was filled tooverflowing. The object of 
the gathering was to strike a medal to com- 
memorate the events of the 22d of October, 
1685. 

The Lord Mayor, who was supported on the 
plattorm by a large numberof clergymen and 
gentiemen, opened the proceedings. He said 
the Kdict of Nantes carried them back to the 
days of the Reformation. which had such a 
different effect in different countries. Ger- 
many had on the whole always been a Prot- 
estant country, and in Italy, although there 
seemed at the time of the Reformation some 
hope that it would bave its effects, by the 
efforts of the Papists it was stamped out, and 
the consequence was that that country was 
now suffermme from great evils. The same 
remark applied to pain, from which 
country the Protestants were driven 
by the relentless persecution of Philip 
II. Switzerland, as they knew. was a 
divided country as regarded religion; but in 
England, happily, the Reformation had had a 
free course and took root and Engiand had 
been a Protestant country ever since. [Hear, 
hear.| In France the Huguenots were the 
Protestant body, and their existence in France 
led toa long and bloody war and ultimately 
Henry IV. composed matters by renouncing 
Protestantism and embracing Roman Cathol- 
icism. But at the same time he published the 
Edict of Nantes, which Louis XIV., under the 
influence of the Jesuits, unhappily revoked. 
Every one knew that the history of France 
from that day to this had been a great history, 
but the peopie had gone through a great deal 
of suffering. They had gone through 
great foreign wars, through rovolu- 
tions and constant changes of government, 
and he thought those evils might be traced to 
revocation of the Edict of Nantes. Hear, 
bear.] But, although the Protestants were 
driven from France as exiles, they bad been a 
valuable addition to the countries they had 
adopted. Hear, hear.) When the Protestants 
were driven from France things went from 
bad to worse. The upper class was corrupt, 
the lower class distressed, and at last the state 
of things led to the great upbeaval—the French 
Revolution. There was a reaction against the 
Pa system, but instead of taking the form 
of Protestantism it had far too much taken the 
form of infidelity. This country, on the other 
band, had much to rejoice at in the results 
she had received from the expulsion of the 
Protestants from France, for many of those 
who had done most to promote religion and 
philanthropy in this country had been descend- 
ants of Huguenots. [Hear, hear.] Whether 
this question were looked at as a question of 
the history of a neighboring country or whetb- 
er it were looked at from the point of view of 
the blessings this country bad gained in conse- 
quence of the step taken by the French Gov- 
ernment 200 years ago, they could but fee! that 
this was atime of great interest. He would 
only express an earnest hope that true religion 
might progress in both countries, chat on both 
sides of the Channel those great doctrines of 
the Bible might be glorified, and then they 
might be sure that the future of both coun- 
tries would be increasingly bappy and blessed, 
|Cheers.] 

THERE REVOCATION OF THE EDICT OF NANTES. 

Paris, Oct. 22.—There bas been a crowded 
meeting at the Oratoire tonight to commemo- 
rate the bicentenary of the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes. While the celebrations in 
other countries must naturally recall the hos- 
pitality offered by the foreigner to ancestors 
whose descendants have flourisbed in the lands 
of their adoption, and must therefore be as 
much a matter of rejoicing as of mourning, 
the French commemorations are obviously of 
a melancholy character, It is true that the 
French Protestants can contrast their present 
position with the persecutions suffered by their 
forefathers, but they cannot forget that the 
crime of Louis XIV. has lett ineffaceable 
traces. The toleration proclaimed by the revo- 
jution could not restore Protestantism to its 
former position, and Protestants are bow only 
one-twentieth of the populauon. Nor is there 
any prospect of the proportion increasing. 
The masses are becuming less and less Catholic 
indeed, but they dislike or ignore Protestant- 
ism. It is a midale course, which they scarcely 
condescend to notice. 

No wonder, then, if there was a general feel- 
ing among French Protestants against sending 
deputations to foreign celebrations. They 
would have felt like people in mourning at a 
wedding. If, moreover, invitetions had been 
accepted from England, Holland. and Switzer- 
land, one from Prussia could bardly have been 
refused. The Prussian descendants of the 
Huguenot exiles are commonly credited with 
intense German sentiments, almost leading to 
the idea that they bave not torgiven France 
for the crime of ber monarch. Now, the feel- 
ing of patriotism is nowhere stronger than 
among French Protestants, who could not 
have listened with composure to even the most 
guarded reflections ou their country. Hence 
they have kept to their own mournful celebra- 
tion at home, and though they will be grateful 
for any fraternal remembrances which may 
come to them from abroad, such as those which 
have already been sent from Geneva, they 
have not crossed the frontier to exchange 
greetings. 

It was the Huguenots who taught the Scotch 
and Ulster Irish how to manufacture linen and 
other textile fabrics, and the English how to 
make fine gloss porcelain, and earthenware, 
and fine woolens, and suk goods, end many 
other fine manufactures. They gaye Sritish 
manufactures a wonderful impetus which has 
never since been lost, and their expulsion from 
France was the greatest economical blunder 
that nation ever perpetrated.

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MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were generally slow 
yesterday and easier. There was not much life in 
any department. The weather was still damp here, 
but gave signs of clearing farther West, and this 
tended to ap easier tone in breadstuffs. Foreign 
news wus scarcé, and trading on outside account 
even more so, the telegraph boy having very little 
to do all day. The shipping demand for any kind 
of produce was but moderate. 

Provisions were dull and rather weak. The local 
hog market was quoted steady, but thc receipts of 
hogs were expected by parties on Change to show 
an increase, and one of them was loud in the as- 
sertion of his belief that they will foot up 240,000 
bead for the next week. The speculative demand 
seemed to have been satisfied by the brisk filling 
of shorts the previous day, and sellers became 
more confident when they saw the later weakness 
in wheat. The cash demand was fair, but it did not 
show up on Change. Pork declined ioc. to $9.25 
bid at the close for January, with November at 900 
discount, December at 85c discount, and February 
at 10 premium. May sold at 89.673669. 76. 
lard sold off ze. te $6.02} for January, 
with November at 100 discount, Decem- 
ber at 6@7%c discount, and February at 
10e premium. March sold at 6.226. Ribs sold 
2e lower, at $4.673¢ for January, with February 
quiet at de premium. The year sold at $4.60, and 
November was nominal at $4.65 bid. Cash sales 
were reported of 1,890 tes lard, mostly at 63. 958 
6.00 for city and $5.90 for country; 75,000 Ibs fully- 
cured short ribs at $4.80; 50,000 Ibs green shoulders 
on private terms; 50,000 lbs green bellies at 55¢c; 
57,000 iba green hams 16@18 Ibs) at 68e; 150 tes 
sweet-picklied do at SSéc; 200 tes sweet- pickled 

shoulders at Me for December and ue for Jah- 
wary; and 150 tes beef hams for December at 
$15.00. 

Fiour was cull and unchanged, with only a light 
local trade. Shippers were holding off, profebsing 
to have no orders that could be filled at anywhere 
near the market. Sales were limited to 600 bris 
and 400 sacks, equal to a total of 780 bris, at $1.85@ 
2.30 for low grades and the rest on private terms. 

Wheat was tame and averaged wesk, with «a few 
spots of relative strength. The British markets 
were called steady, but with very little inquiry. 


and our receipts small but ample for all the 
wants of the trade without drawing on the large 
stocks in store. Minneapolis was reported to have 
advanced prices 2c, but this was suspected to be a 
ruse qn which to sell here, and subsequent events 
gave some color to the idea. Private cables were 
weak, and foreign houses were selling moderately 
on our market, said, however, to be on New York 
orders. Kent bought a little early, but apparently 
it was rather to teel the market than otherwise, as 
he soon held off, and Hutchinson seemed to have 
taken on the previous day all that he was prepared 
to carry. This left the market without support, and it 
weakened in the latter part of the day under larger 
offerings for New York parties. Im the afternoon 
it was still further depressed by the fact that a 
good deal of cash wheat had been delivered out at 
lo’clock. Also by a report that four of the St. 
Louis mills have decided to shut down with the 
close of this week. December sold d, higher, at 
89, declined fo 88e, reacted to 88560. and weak- 
ened to 8734c, el osing at 876 asked, with Novem- 
ber at 1%{c discount, January at 56e premium, and 
May at Me premium. Cash sales of spring in 
store sold at 87@87%c for fresh receipts of No. 2 
and 72 T8 for No. 8 in preferred houses. Free 
on board lots sold at 75@80c for No. 3 and 60@70c 
for No. 4. Total cash sales about 70,000 bu. 

Red winter wheat in store was nominal at about 
90% for No. 2 and quiet at 780 for No. 3. No. 4 free 
on board sold at 65@69c. Total cash sales only 
4 cars. 

Corn was quiet and irregular within rather wider 
limits than usual, Our receipts were small and 
Liverpool was quoted ½ per cental higher, but 
the speculative crowd had either been filled up or 
scared by the free selling by Hutchinson and Lyon 
the previous day, and they held Of till the car- ot 
business opened, showing a brisk demand for 
No. 2. It was wanted to ship to New York, and 
some buying of November was done for the 
same reason, as the 520 offered on the sea- 
board for December gave a good profit. More 
would have been done in the latter 
but for the uncertainty about freight rates at the 
time the corn will be delivered. It is probable 
that arrangements have been made for shipping 
out nearly all the No. 2 now in store here. No- 
vember sold up oe, to (Ilse, receded to 403%c, im- 
proved to dic, and closed at 40%c asked. The year 
sold 3c higher, to 395¢c, but sold down to 3893}<c, 
improved to so te, and closed at done bid, with 
May ata shade of premium. Cash lots in store 
sold at 4254@43%{c for No. 2 yellow, 414@42%{c for 
No. 2. with aue for No. 8 yellow and 40}¢@4le for 
No. 3. Free on board lots sold at 44c for No. 2 
yellow, dae for No, 3 yellow, Idle for No. 3, 
with 41@43c for old No. 4, 38386 for new do, and 
30@35¢ for no grade. Total cash sales about 160, 
000 bu. 

Oats were steady, except for May, which de- 
clined and closed Me lower in the absence of 
buyers. The trading was light. November sold 
at 26}44@26\¢c, closing at 26e. December at 26% 
and May at 30030 Me, closing at e bid. No, 2 in 
store sold at 263%¢c. The sample market ruled 
steady, and the demand was sufficient to take all 
the offerings, which were light. The sales were at 
26c for no grade, 24@28c for No. 3, 274% @30\c 
for No. 3 white, 27@28c for No. 2, 30446@32e for No. 
2 white. Total equal to about 90,000 bu. 

Rye was steady. No. 2 in store sold sparingly at 
604¢c and No. 8 at 536. November delivery sold 
early, 5,000 bu, at 6lc, and closed at 60\¢c bid. De- 
cember was salable at 62K. and 63c was bid for 
January, with 63\4c asked. Thesampie market was 
dull and the offerings light. Sales were made at 56 
@58e for No.3 and 6144@62%c for No. 2. Total 
equal to about 10,000 bu. 

Barley was steady. Futures were inactive. No. 
2 December was salable at 68e and offered at 69c. 
No. 2 in store was nominally 67e. No. 3 sold at 
42c, special location, although 41\¢¢ was the mar- 
ket, No. (at 85c, and No. 5 at 30e. The sampie 
market was steady, but slow. Very few buyers 
were present, and it was difficult to make sales of 
even choice No. 3 and medium and low grades were 
almost dead.“ Several cars were sent to store. 
Screenings sold at $7.50@9.00 per ton, no grade at 
280. No. 4 at 88@43jc, and No. 8 at 436630. The 
sales aggregated about 30,000 bu. 

Millstuffs were dull, and an easy tone was noted 
by reason of liberal offerings. We quote: Winter-

screenings at $7.50@13.00. 

The seed market was steady and fairly active. 
Timothy was easy at $1.68 for prime seed. A little 
extra sold at $1.69.. The offerings were larger, but 
mostly of poor sed, and thé demand fair. The 
sales were at bt. 580% l. G for comma Seed toa shade 
above prime: Futures were inastive, with $1.73 
bid for January, but there were no Sellers. Feb- 
ruary was nominally $1.76. Clover was 
steady. Prime seed was quotably 96.405. 4. 
Small lots of poor to ordinary sold. at 
. 065.20. There was nothing doing in 
futures, although it Was reported that January was 
Offered at $5.60. Flax was steady. No. 1 cash sold 
at $1.14. The offerings were comparatively light, 
66 cars coming in, and the demand uncertain, buy- 
ers holding off for lower prices, which holders 
were unwilling to concdee. Choice seed sold at 
$1.14%, Russian at $1.15, and Washington Terri- 
tory, very choice, at $1.60. Futures were steady 
and quiet. November sold at $1.14 and December 
at 51. 1561. 16M. 

Cooperage was steady and in pores demand. We 
quote: Pork barrels, 924 @5c; lard tierces, 61. 12 
@1.15; and beef half barrels, 60@65c. 

The street markets were quiet for the leading 
prodacts—green fruits and vegetables—except that 
choice potatoes were in good demand, and prices 
showed signs of stiffening up. Poultry was tirmer 
and sold well. There was, too, a good inquiry for 
game. Eggs were unchanged. Hay was firmer, 
and an advance anticipated, the roads in the coun- 
try being in such a bad condition that hauling is 
next tc an impossibility. With a decline in prices 
there was a slightly improved inquiry in the butter 
market. It was mainly from the butterine-men. 
Cheese and groceries continue firm and moderately 
active. 

No new features were developed in the dry-goods 
market. Jobbers and the wholesale houses did 
only a moderate volume of business in fall and 
winter goods. They incline to the opinion that the 
elections interfered somewhat with the mail-order 
trade. Values are reported steady at current quo- 
tations. The hardware trade has been about equal 
to that of the previous week, and perhaps a little 
more active for seasonable goods. The steel-rail 
market is stronger if anything, and sales are said 
to have been made by Eastern mills of about 50.000 
tons for 1886 delivery. Pig-iron is Armer and a 
little more active, 

The receipts of wheat at primary markets bid 
fair to be about 1,000,000 bu less this week than 
last, the difference up to yesterday morning being 
about 800,000 bu. Advices from the Northwest are 
to the effect that the deliveries by farmers are on 
the decrease, and that they are not selling more 
than about half the wheat they deliver at the 
country stations. Minneapolis is full of cars, 1,600 
being reported there Thursday, and the action of 
the millers in advancing the price 2c the night be- 
fore last is somewhat of a mystery. It is said that 
they expect to take about all the wheat of the 
Northwest, leaving scarcely any of it to go to Chi- 
cago or Milwaukee. 

Yesterday was one of the soft days, in more 
senses than one. Prices were 80 soft all round 
as to suggest that something else besides the morn- 
ing light was breaking. 

In the absence of anything better the wheat 
bears yesterday had Woerishoffer selling out his 
wheat again. He had already got rid of ita good 
many times, according to the Chicago reports of his 
doings. But perhapshe was seliing out in earnest 
yesterday, and the wicked boys found that the cry 

of wolf“ was true at last, 

A considerabie quantity of November wheat was 
delivered out here yesterday. Probably the rea- 
son for the act was the practical putting on of 
another half cent storage, but the demand for No- 
vember the previous day was good enough to sug- 
gest that some of the wheat was undelivered for 
this month, simply because the shorts had not 
bought it in. They paid up to within Ie of the 
December price Thursday. 

It is remarked that the statement in THE TRIBUNE 
ot yesterday about wheat in Oregon is really a 
bull argument, as it makes the visible surplus on 
the Pacific slope some 11,000,000 bu, but less than 
had been counted on previously. 

A parcel of wheat arrived bere from Nebraska 
this week and was graded as No. 3. The commis- 
sion-man decided to sell it by sample, and in order 
to have a sure test of his own judgment; he had a 
sample of No. 2 wheat drawn off from one of the 
best elevators in the city, and exhibited the two 
side by side. He sold his own lot at 80c, and the 
best bid he could get for the other was 78c. The 
men who think that our inspection of Nebraska 
wheat is anduly severe have at least one pretty 
strong fact in their favor. 

New York yesterday reported that there was no 
export demand tor our No. 2 spring wheat, but 
probably would be if it were not for the scarcity of 
ocean freight room. It was explained that the 
reason fora shutting down by certain of the St. 
Louis flour-milis is to be found in the fact that 
they are undersold by the millers of Minneapolis, 


who are supplying the South with flour in a broad- 
cast kind of a way. That fact may perhaps be ac- 
cepted as a certification that the mils of the last- 


named city will not shut down, and perhaps it will - 


also explain how the millers tnere are able to bid 
up for wheat while the markets are heavy at other 
points. 

Among the causes of weakness in our wheat 


market yesterday may be noted the fear that a jg 


large quantity would be posted in New York as 
out of condition, and the report that the Governor 
of Dakota estimates the wheat crop of chat part of 
the country at 38,000,000 bu, instead of the 25,000,- 
000 bu estimated at Washington.

WHY THEY DISLIKE THE PRESENT UNITED 
STATES MARSHAL FOR THE DISTRICT OF 
COLU MBIA. 

Washington( D. C.) Letter to New York Her- 
ald: There ia one class of people bere who dre 
not very sorry bevause Mr. Clay ton MacMichael 
is to be superseded as United States Marstal 
of this District. The class indicated are the 
ladtes who follow the proféstion of gathering 
amd writiag up society matters. The Marshal. 
besides other light duties, is the manager of 
all public entertainments at the White House. 
He genérally stands at the left of the Presi- 
dent at ail levees and pubiic receptions at the 
White House and introduces all comers to the 
President. He started out, on asstiming this 
position when appointed by President Arthur. 
with the idea that all newspaper writers were 
intruders and that female news-gatherers were 
especially intruders. Now, it happened that 
the ladies who assisted in thé management of 
President Atthur's social affairs had an entirely 
different idea of the calling of these society 
writers. The Marshal gave them all the troubie 
he could, and never lost an Opportunity to show 
that be did not regutd them as guests in any 
sense. The society writers, however, got the 
best ot the Marshal on almost every occasion, 
President Artbur being especially kind to 
them all. At Miss Clevelana’s first reception 
Marshal MacMichael was there, and so Were 
about a hatt dozen lady soclety correspondents, 
These society cofrespondents managed to get 
into the Blue Robm before the Marshal or Miss 
Cleveland entered. When Miss Cleveland took 
her place in the centre of the room she noticed 
the half dozen ladies the society correspond- 


room. Miss Cleveland. turning to the Marshal. 
asked: Mr. Marshal, who are these ladies?“ 
The Marshal replied; O, they are society 
correspondetits: we can't keep chem out of the 
house; they are always here.“ Wü don't 
you present them to me? I will be vied to 
meet them,” said Miss Cleveland, looking 
toward them in the most friendly manner. The 
Marshal, seeing that be had made a miscaicula- 
tion, then introduced the iadies, adding in each 
case the paper that they represefited. After 
the introductions were over Miss Cieveland re- 
marked, 1 don't see any reason why these 
ladies should not be here, and, Mr. Marshal, I 
hope you will make everything as pleasant for 
them while they are here as you can, as | cer- 
tainly will.“ The doors were then opened and 
the public were admitted. Thies settled the 
standing of society correspondents under the

THE NEW ARMY RIFLE, 


WHAT THE ENGLISH SOLDIER WILL USE 
HEREAFTER WHEN HE AIMS HIGH AND 
FIRES LOW. 

LORNDOR, Oct. 18.— The results of the labors of 
the committee appointed to provide a new and 
improved rifie for the army, which have just 
been published, show that the future weapon 
of the HBritish army will, as regards most con- 
siderations, be far in advance of the ‘service 
arm of any Other nation. In the new weapon 
the Martini breech action has been retained, 
the alteration being in the barrel and the 
weight of the projectile, the combination being 
called the Martini-Enfield. Taking the Mar- 
tinkHenry as a standard of comparison, 
the diameter of the bore bas been re 
duced from 45 inch to 40, the 


weight of the new bullet being 554 grains, as 
compared With the 480-graip bullet of the oid 
rifle. The powder charge, however, of eighty- 
five grains remains the same, with the im- 
portant result that the muzzie veiocity of the 
bullet is increased from 1.815 feet per second 
to 1,670, thus lowering the trafectory to such 
an extent that whiiet the Martin- Henry bullet 
in traveling 500 6 rises more than eight 
feet and a half above the line of sight, the im- 
roved projectile would searcely go over the 
ead of an intantryman if fired from the 
round level. This is ar important considera- 
on, as it minitiizes any errors in elevations 
which micht arise either from excitement 
or miscaiculation. The system of grooving 
adopted is the ratchet, the number ot grooves 
being nine, as against the seven of the Mar- 
tini-Henry, although the latter is the gent 
number employed in any military rifle in the 
worid, whilst the twist of the bullet bas been 
increased from one turn in twenty-two inches 
to oe turn in fifteen, the latter being again 
ju excess of anything which bas yet been used 
for service purposes. In addition to the impor- 
taut reduction in the bight of the trajectory, 
the bigher velocity of the bullet and the im- 
proved rifling bave shown rematkably good 
target results, the mean deviation of new 
bullet being only .3 feet and .95 —＋ at 500 and

No, it doesn’t cost a great 
deal. I can fit out a very successful wedaing 
for about $100. Of course, I exact a deposit 
from strangers who are not recommended by 
responsible parties.” 

** Does the business pay?“ 

„ Tolerably. It's a pretty good indication to 
see other firms starting iu the same business. 
Before long every large firm in the city will be 
init. They can’t help it. They cannot refuse 
their customers, and, as I have said, the craze 
has taken hold of rich and poor alike. The 
prejudice now existing in the minds of most 
people against hiring gifts will in course of 
time disappear. It will be looked upon as the 
proper caper. It is certainiy not as objection- 
able as hiring bridal outfits, and that is an old 
custom in this city. Why, 1 knowa fashion- 
able society man who presented bis daughter, 
on her nuptial-dar, with bis check for $10,000. 
He hadn’t $10 in the bank, but wanted to keep 
up appearances.”’ 


Subsidence of the Short- Hair Craze. 

Where are all the short-baired women and 
girls one saw on the street a few months ago? 
asked a New York gentleman a day or two 
since.

Why Women Predominate in Magsa- 
chusetts. 

Ex-Gov. Rice of Massachusetts said in an 
interview the other duy that there are 179.000 
more females in Massachusetts than males.

The pative 
Massachusetts woman is a bardy  creat- 
ure of independent disposition, not much 
K ven to marriage anyhow. She is more cele- 
brated for intellect than for beauty, ana 
revels more in the intricacies of the Emer- 
sonian philosophy than in the foolish and 
transitory sentimentalities of life. If Gov. 
Rice will loox about bis State a little he will 
discover that the excess of single women is not 
restricted to the factories. The sharp maiden 
lady abounds throughout the whole of Massa- 
chusetts society. A good deal of this piainness 
of person no doubt comes down from the 
severe Puritun stock, a part of whose creed it 
was to discourage all beauty of form or face, 
and a good deal more must be attributed to the 
Massachusetts climate. The cold, damp, 
piercing winds that blow over Boston 
during the winter play absolute havoc with a 
fair face. A pretty girl from Louisville, or 
Baltimore, or St. Louis could no more retain
